PARIS,  'Juh«  8. — H«avy  counter-attacks  launched  by  the 
Gennans  around  Chezy  and  Dammard,  to  the  northwest  of 
Chateau  Thierry,  broke  down  under  the  French  guns,  accord- 
ing to  the  War  Office  statement  tonight.  The  enemy  suffered 
wrious  losses.   The  statement  says: 

"There  was  quite  lively  artillery  action  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Hangard-en-Santerre,  between  the  Oise  and  the  Aisne 
and  south  of  the  Aisne. 

"We  continued  our  progress  in  the  region  of  Veuilly- 
la^Poterie  and  Bussiares  and  penetrated  the  village  of  Boup. 

"The  enemy  tried  to  check  the  advance  which  we  made 
yesterday  at  Oiezy  and  Dammard,  launching  violent  counter- 
attacks in  this  region.  Our  troops  broke  down  all  of  the  at- 
tacks of  the  enemy,  whose  losses  were  heavy.  We  have  main- 
tained all  our  gains. 

'Calm  prevailed  everywhere  else.

PARIS,  Friday,  Juns  7. — The  new 
type  of  German  submarine  cruisers 
accomplished  little,  according  to  an 
offlela]  note  commenting  on  Oarmaa 
uadersea  boats.  Exact  information 
ralative  to  the  operation  of  two  of 
those  boats,  which  left  Germany  at 
the  end  |Of  ltl7,  cruised  as  far  lis 
the  equator  and  were  abaeht  for  four 
laaaths,  idiowa  that  they  aoeaunted 
'for  only  sa,000  tons  of  shipping.  This 
was  sqaal  to  only  one  day's  total- Isaw 
from  submarines  in  April  of  ths 
same  year. 

At  this  rate  Germany  would  re- 
quire RiJrty  submarine  cruisers  at  sea 
simultaneously  to  inflict  the  same  loss 
as  that  visited  upon  shipping  by  sub- 
marines in  Buropean  waters  in  a 
month. 

"Germany  cannot  maintain  more 
than  30  of  these  boats,"  say  the  offl- 
olal  note,  "since  the  Allies  destroy 
submarines  faster  than  they  arc 
built.  However,  If  they  sink  few 
ships  the  submarines  operating  in 
Buropean  and  American  waters  are 
useful  because  their  cargo  spacei 
enable  them  to  bring  back  to  Ger- 
many valuable  materials  which  are 
toUlly  lacking  there."

The  Cologne  Gasetts  eoncludss  a 
violent  tirade  against  Amsrlca: 

"It  Is,  therefore,  only  right  and 
fair  that  we  too  make  use  of  our 
Wr  moans  and  show  the  friends  of 
humanity  In  their  homelsnd  what 
war  looks  like  and  what  It  meana 
Our  U-boats  first  visited  the  Ameri- 
can coasts  for  legltlmau.  peaceful 
commerce.  The  North  Americans 
may  now  teal  the  fist  of  the  war  lord. 

"They  need  not  be  surprlssd.  Hs 
who  sows  the  wind  reaps  the  whirl- 
wind, even  when  he  siu  on  the  other 
sids  of  the  great  herring-pond,  where 
he  Is  under  the  delusion  that  hs  is 
safe   from    the   storm."

LONDON.  June  8. — In  the  battle- 
fleld  of  the  Marns.  wimre  a  week  ago 
the  Germans  were  hurling  their 
masses  of  troops  against  the  western 
side  of  the  wedge  they  had  driven 
into  the  Allied  Unes  in  the  battio  that 
began  on  March  38.  the  Teutons  are 
now  standing  virtually  on  the  defen- 
sive in  the  Chateau  Thierry  sector. 

American  and  PYench  troops  are 
participating  in  a  reaction  on  the  ex- 
treme tip  of  the  salient  and  are  mak- 
ing progress  in  this  important  region. 

The  British  are  encaged  on  ths 
other  side  of  the  wedge  between  the 
Mams  and,  Rhelms. 

While  ths  operations  taks  the  na- 
ture of  local  attacks,  they  have  had 
their  effect  in  driving  ths  Germans 
back  from  the  points  thsy  reached  on 
the  crest  that  carried  them  far  pn  the 
road  to  Paris.  Ths  attacks  which  be- 
gan just  to  the  northwest  of  Chateau 
Thierry  are  spreading  northward 
along  the  line,  and  everywhere  the 
Allies  report  ground  recovered  from 
the  enemy. 

The  rush  of  ths  American  marinea 
and  the  French  on  Thursday  aftar- 
noon  has  net  continued  to  gain  groaad 
as  fast  aa  It  did  at  the  Inception  af 
the  movement,  but  it  is  still  going  on. 
In  the  meantime  they  have  withstood 
two  violent  attacks  by  the  Germans 
and  have  repulssd  ths  enemy  la  d«<- 
cisive  fashion.

It  is  along  this  line  that  a  heavy 
enemy  oRenslve  has  been  expected  by 
military  experts  since  the  momentum 
of  ths  Gsrman  advanes  from  the 
Aisne  has  died  away.  When  tha  Ger- 
mans pushsd  west  from  St.  Quentin 
late  in  March  and  early  in  April,  ths 
line  from  Noyon  to  Montdidler  wss 
almost  equal  in  Importance  to  that  In 
front  of  Amiens.  The  French  forces 
wsre  rushed  to  this  front  and  fousht 
savagely  to  stop  ths  German  advaaoa 
and  retake  >  ground  which  was  of 
strategic  and  tactical  importance. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Woevre  sector. 
Just  to  the  southeast  of  Verdun.  Is 
claiming  attention.  Large  movements 
of  enemy  troopa  in  the  direction  of  St. 
Mlhiel  have  l>een  reported  by  aerial  ob- 
servers arid  there  are  indications  that 
the  positions  of  the  Americans  along 
this  part  of  the  front  may  *be  In  the 
storm  centre  of  a  ten iflc  attack  aeon. 

The  advantages  to  be  gained  by. the 
Oermaas  If  they  succeed  in  breaking 
this  Itae  are  manifold. 

Eighteen  mllee  west  of  St.  Mlhiel  Is 
the  town  of  Bar-le-Duc,  and  still  fur- 
ther westward  is  Vltry.  which  would  bs 
but  a  stepping  stone  to  a  dash  to 
Chalons-sur-Mame.  If  the  line  at  St. 
Mlhiel  eould  be  t>roken  or  drlvsn  back 
very  far,  the  whole  Verdun  sector  would 
be  In  peril,  and  might  have  to  be  aban- 
doned. 

In  the  Flanders  sector,  which  has 
been  quiet  etacs  the  beginning  of  the 
attack  along  the  Aisne,  the  Oermans 
on  Wednesday  sought  to  Improve  their 
positions  by  capturing  tbe  hospice  at 
Locre. 

This  point  would  give  them  a  starting 
point  for  an  attack  on  the  village  of 
Locre.  which  is  considered  one  of  the 
keys  to  the  Allied  positions  along  the 
hills  behind  the  line  southwest  of 
Tpres.  Tbe  French  foreee  in  this  sector 
on  Friday,  however,  attacked  the 
enemy  and  drove  him  back  to  his  former 
positions  and  |t(e  ^led  line  has  bssa 
restored.

SIR  ROBERT  BORDEll 

PRAISES  AMERICANS 


LONDON,  June  8.— (By  the  Asso- 
ciated Press). — Sir  Robert  L.  Borden, 
Premier  of  Canada,  who  la  here  to  at- 
tend the  Imperial  conf^jvnce  today, 
made  the  following  statement  regard- 
ing the  flabting  men  of  the  United 
States: 

"I  recently  had  the  opportunity  of 
ottservlng  the  quaitty  of  the  United 
States  troops  who  are  moving  rapidly 
toward  the  flahtlng  line.  They  are  of 
magnlflcent  physique  and  fine  spirit, 
and  arc  strong  in  their  determination 
that  this  war  shall  not  be  (ought  in 
vain. 

•'Their  spirit  Is  that  of  the  peotrte  of 
the  United  States  as  a  whole.  The 
wonderful  power  that  this  great  slater 
commonwealth  will  be  able  to  exert 
In  this  struffdc  is  not  yet  fuMy  real- 
ised. The  enemy  will  yet  learn  this 
to  his  cost."

WirfcLIHE  BRITISH  ARMY  IN  FEANCE.  June  8-~British  troops 
today  carried  out  a  weH-planned  attack  west  of  Voormezeele  and 
captured  a  strong  position  held  by  the  enemy.  The  operation  was 
a  minor  one,  but  the  advance  secured  greatly  improved  the  Allied 
fine  in  this  sector,  which  has  been  the  scene  of  continual  thrusts  and 
counter-thrusts  since  von  Hindenburg  began  his.  offensive  in  Flanders.

Heavy  Attack  Checked 

WITH  THE  FRENCH  ARMT  IN 
FRANCE,  June  >.— (By  Assooiatml 
Prsss) — The  most  ssvsrs  among  ths 
minor  battles  recently  in  the  Marne- 
Rhelms  region  was  in  the  vicinity  of 
St.  Euphraise  and  Champlat,  west- 
ward  from   Rhelms. 

The  Germans  launched  a  serious  at- 
tack here  at  dawn  Thursday  morninc 
along  a  four- mile  front.  They  planned 
to'plerce  the  Allied  lines  to  a  depth  of 
two  and  one-half  miles,  which  would 
permit  them  to  outflank  Rhelms 
mountain  and  thus  capture  ths  city. 
It  would  havs  rsducsd  at  the  sams 
time  the  salient  held  by  the  Allies, 
which  endangers  a  large  part  of  ths 
lins. 

The  village  and  spur  of  Bllgny  fsll 
Into  their  hands  when  they  came  for 
ward  in  dense  waves,  but  the  British 
immediately  counter-attacked  and  re- 
took the  spur.  Simultaneously  the 
French  counter-attacked  and  reached 
tha  outskirts  of  Bligny,  and  on  a  sec- 
ond attempt  today  recaptured  the  vil- 
lage and  re-established  the  line. 

The  Germans  suffered  most  severe- 
ly from  artlllsry  flrs,  the  two  divisions 
engsced  losing  many  killed  and  over 
200  prisonsrs.

How- 
ever, we  certainly  will  get  excellent 
r«aultt  from  our  work  today,  and  the 
expedition  Is  a  success  and  very 
much  worth  while.  We  have  been 
amply  repaid  for  the  trip." 

The  first  contact  reported  from  tha 
five-Inch  equatorial  by  Mr.  Ham- 
mond and  flashed  to  the  naval  ob- 
servatory at  Washington  was  at  forty- 
six  minuter  and  6S  seconds  past  2 
o'clock,  five  seconds  earlier  than  fig- 
ured, due  to  a  slight  error  In  compu- 
tation of  the  moon'a  poaltion. 

According  to  Dr.  Mitchell,  tha  flrat 
contact  or  the  eclipse  In  Spain  waa  ten 
seconda  early,  ahowing  ckNwr  calcu- 
lation in  the  present  Instance  than 
then.  In  caUlng  tba  first  contact. 
Mr.  Hamond  said: 

"A  solar  mountain  has  taken  the 
first  bite  out  of  the  moon." 

Tha  naval  observatory  work  was 
under  the  dIracUon  of  Mr.  J.  C.  Ham- 
mond, assisted  by  C.  C.  Wylle  and  W. 
M.  Conrad,  solar  atmospheric  compo- 
sition and  extent  from  the  sun  sur- 
face being  their  objective.  Spectro- 
scopic work  was  directed  by  Prof.  9. 
A.  Mitchell  and  Prof.  U  G.  Hoxton, 
of  Meander  McCormlck  observatory. 
University  of  Virginia,  of  which  the 
former  Is  director.  Drs.  Mary  Murray 
Hopkins  and  Harriet  Blgslow.  the 
only  two  lady  astronomers  here 
sisted. 

Visual  observation  was  made 
Dr.  George  H.  Peters,  of  the  naval 
observatory,  who.  while  ha  has  trav- 
elled all  over  the  world  studying 
eollpaos,  today  for  the  first  time  act- 
ually witnesiwd  one,  on  the  previous 
eocaalona  having  operated  instru- 
manta  in  dark  rooms. 

Special  study  of  the  corona  llghta 
was  made  by  Bdward  D.  Adaarts  and 
Kempton  Adams,  of  New  York,  and 
Howard  Roasell  Butler,  an  oil  painter 
of  Neao.  who  came  from  Princeton. 
N.  J^  and  made  a  study  of  the  col- 
ors of  the  corona,  listing  several  va- 
'  rytng  shadee  by  a  ehorthand  system  of 
numbering.  Dr.  P.  W.  Merrill  omhe

Reports  of  Brutal  lll-Treatment 
Are  Furnished  by  'Moham- 
Tnedan  Prisoners  Taken  on 
Salonica  Front. 


NEW  YORK,  June  8. — Mohamme- 
dan prlsonera  of  warln  Salonica,  ac- 
cording to  a  cable  message  from 
Athens  to  the  Greek  Legation  In 
Washington,  made  public  here  today 
by  the  American  Committee  for 
Armenian  and  Syrian  relief,  say  that 
the  Greeks  in  Turkey  are  undergoing 
the  worst  treatment  since  tho  fall  of 
Constantinople  In  14(S  A.D. 

The  message  states  the  Mohamm^• 
dans  say  that  since  the  beginning  of 
the  war  to  tha  end  of  1917,  more 
than  200.000  Greeks  between  the 
'agas  of  15  and  48  have  been  drafted 
forcibly  Into  the  Turkish  army,  and 
that  thousands  of  these  have  died  as 
a  result  of  Ill-treatment,  hunger  and 
apidamles. 

More  than  609,000  Qreeks  have 
been  deported  Into  Asia  Minor.  One

Russia  as  a  tarrltory  lapsing  into  bar- 
barism under  BolsheviKl  domination. 

"When  I  sailed  from  San  Franelaoo 
in  1917  to  Russia,  the  ship  carried  200 
revolutionaries,"  Dr.  Zlupas  said, 
"and  they  have  done  their  work  so 
thoroughly,  in  conjunction  with  the 
German  agenta.  that  tha  Russian  peo- 
ple believe  that  a  aapitaliatie  desire 
to  exploit  their  country  animates 
American  leaders,  and  that  interven- 
tion would  mean  the  enslavem«nt  of 
thelf  population.  Siberia  would  be 
hoatilft,  and  only  the  Japanese  could 
put  euAciant  man  thare  to  maintain 
themselves  in  military  strength. 

"Mranwhile  Greatar  Russia,  suffer- 
ing from  famine  and  minor  plagues  of 
typhus,  diphtheria  and  other  diseases, 
is  now  as  It  waa  a  thousand  years  ago.

■tot  blinded  by  foolish  optimism,  ektl- 
mate  that  notwlthatandlnx  the  gravity 
of  the  situation,  the  peril  will  oe 
averted  from  the  capital. 

"Whatever  comes,  It  la  the  part  of 
good  government  to  be  prepared  for 
everything.  It  la  the  beat  meant  of 
saving  all.  Feeble  brains  alone  believe 
that  aickness  la  invited  by  the  writing 
of  wills  or  that  a  man's  house  will  burn 
down  because  he  had  It  Insured.  Amid 
all  garrulity  and  unkn->wlng  foar  It  Is 
good  that  the  Government  makes  Itself 
heard  In  clear  and  virile  wordii."

Submarines  Prevented  From 
Operating  Against  Large 
Convoy,  Including Slii\)s  Car- 
rying U.S.  Troops  to  France. 


LONDON.  June  «.— (Delayed).— Ger- 
man submarines  were  foiled  in  their  at- 
tempts against  a  convoy  which  included 
ahipa  carrying  American  troops  and 
American  Red  Croaa  workera.  according 
to  Rev.  Father  Joseph  Warelng,  of  Bal- 
timore, one  of  the  Red  Cross  party,  who 
arrived  in  London  yesterday; 

The  protecting  destroyera  BOt  Into 
action  quickly  twice  last  Sunday,  but 
Rev.  Father  Warelng  did  not  know 
whether  any  submarlne-s  had  been  sunk. 
Rev.  Father  Waring,  who  nad  a  trying 
experience  following  th*:  torpedolnjj  of 
the  British  steamer  L«;onlii  'n  Febru- 
ary, 1917,  gives  the  Asao'ilated  Prcsa  the 
following: 

"Soon  after  we  rearh^id  the  danger 
zone  our  convoy  was  attacked  by  Ger- 
man submarines,  and  for  a  few  minutes 
I  thought  X  was  In  for  another  experi- 
ence of  the  same  kind  as  I  had  on  the 
Laconla.  The  exact  number  of  the  U- 
boats  waa  not  determined,  but  at  least 
two  were  aeen. 

"We  had  a  lively  escort  of  British 
destroyers,  however,  and  .  they  were  on 
the  trail  of  the  periscopes  llko  a  flash. 
Guns  and  depth  charges  were  dropped 
Into  the  n«st  of  German  submarines. 
Whether  any  enemy  submarinea  were 
sunk  I  cannot  say,  for  we  were  on  a 
fast  ship  and  enveloped  In  smoke,  but  I 
know  we  did  not  lose  a  single  ship. 

"Our  convoy  carried  a  large  number  of 
American  troops — I  can't  «ay  how 
many." 


ENME  SHOULD 


Opportunity  Is  Presented  for 
Arousing  of  People  by  Ger- 
man BrtJtality  —  Russians 
Wish  Allied  Victory. 


LONDON,  June  8.— The  Entente 
Allies  have  a.great  opportunity  for  a 
combined  di^omatic  offensive  with  a 
view  to  explaining  to  Russia  and  the 
Austrian  Slavs  what  an  Allied  victory 
will  mean  for  them,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Dally  Express.  The  newspaper 
calls  on  the  Allies  to  translate  vague 
references  to  self-determination  Into 
concrete  terms  and  to  let  their  pro- 
nouncement appear  above  the  signa- 
ture of  the  United  States  as  well  as 
the  European  Allies. 

"The  German  Jackboot  Is  heavy, 
and  the  German  foot  In  It  la  ruthless 
and  vigorous.  The  foot  stamps  and 
the  boot  grinds,  but  men  are  some- 
times made  of  hard  metal.  The 
crushing  may  be  incomplete,  and 
may  stiuuilate  resentment  sooner  than 
subjection,"   the   Express  says. 

"These  reflections  are  suggested  by 
the  present  conditions  in  Kuasla  and 
Austria,"  it  continues.  "The  better 
the  deUlIs  of  the  Brest-Lltovsk  treaty 
be  understood  the  more  general  is 
Russia's  discontent  and  hostility.  She 
Is  out  of  the  war,  but  remaina  in  the 
front  rank  of  the  peoples  who  abhor 
Prussian  tyranny  with  all  their  souls. 
A  patient  people,  grown  familiar  with 
Injustice,  the  Russians  are  capable  of 
stolid,  passive  resistance,  flaring  up 
now  and  again  into  blind  revolt, 
which  Is  already  worrying  the  Ger- 
man conquerors." 

WASHINGTON.  June  S.— Hops  for 
a  complete  victory  over  Germany  is 
expressed  In  a  communication  re- 
ceived by  President  Wilson  from  the 
American  Chamber  of  Commerce  at 
Moacow.  The  Russian  people,  it  la 
declared,  rely  on  the  economic  aup- 
port  of  the  Allies  for  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  power  of  Russia.

Ontario  Men  Talk  Heatedly 
About  Conscription  of  Young 
Men — No  Action  of  Definite 
Value  Is  Taken. 


TORONTO,  June  «.— "Xet  ua  put 
down  our  foot  and  say  tluU  our  sons 
will  not  go  to  the  front."  declared  C. 
A.  Barwood.  Owen  Sound,  when  the 
delegates  at  the  final  session  of  the 
Farmers'  Convention,  which  met  at 
the  Labor  Temple  this  morning,  roared 
their  s<>plause. 

Despite  the  fact  that  many  of  the 
delegates  had  left  for  their  homes,  ths 
Jl.ai>or  Temple  was  filled  when  tht, 
farmers  met  for  the  fln&l  business 
today. 

Before  the  meeting  practically  all 
the  delegates  present  signed  a  petition 
for  the  release  of  Isaac  Bainbrldge. 
who  is  under  sentence  for  publishing 
articles  In  the  Canada  Forward  calcu- 
lated to  hinder  recruiting. 

Mr.  Barwood  told  the  convention 
that  W.  S.  Middlebro,  M.P.,  had  re- 
fused to  speak  to  a  farmers'  meeting. 
"We  should  make  a  resolution  here  to 
take  home  to  the  boys  tomorrow.  As 
It  is  now,  we  go  home  discouraged. 
Let  ua  make  the  right  kind  of  resolu- 
tion now." 

"We  are  ready  at  any  time  that  is 
named  to  organise  and  stand  with  the 
rest  of  you  farmers."  declared  Oliver 
Reaurac  of  Essex  County.  "I  hof>e  1 
will  be  able  to  go  home  happy  tonight 
and  say  we  have  done  something,"  he 
said,  lie  deplored  the  race  and  re- 
ligious cry  that  had  been  raised  at  the 
last  election. 

J.  W,  Haycock  said  that  the  great 
trouble  with  those  who  raised  the  n^ce 
and  religious  cry  waa  that  they  used 
too  much  profanity.  There  la  "too 
much  religion  and  not  enough  Chris- 
tianity." he  declared.  "Those  people 
should  trade  oft  a  barrel  of  their  re- 
ligion for  a  pint  of  Christianity.  The 
man  who  raises  a  race  and  religion 
cry  is  not  only  a  traitor  to  his  country* 
but  a  traitor  to  his  God." 

A  question  then  was  put  from  the 
rear  of  the  hall:  "Can  anyone  here 
give  a  statement  of  the  number  of  re- 
cruits raised  In  Quebec  for  the  great 
war'/  The  cry  has  been  that  Quebec 
has  not  done  its  share.  Is  this  a 
fact?" 

Delegate  Mason  of  Quebec,  volun- 
teering to  answer,  did  so  by  putting  a 
counter  question:  "Do  you  think,  con- 
sidering the  stfte  of  affairs  Ontario 
has  come  to,  that  you  have  done  your 
duty?  The  newspapers  that  have  said 
Quebec  had  not  done  its  duty  have 
been  forced  to  admit  that  Quebec  has. 
Exemption  trfbunals  were  esta/blished. 
and  our  boys  down  there  excrclseo 
their  right  to  ask  that  they  be  allowed 
to  remain  on  the  land.  Once  exemp- 
tions -were  cancelled  no  more  applica- 
tions were  made  and  they  Immediately 
donned  khaki." 

Mild  applause  greeted  this  sUte- 
ment. 

Dissatiafaction  over  the  lack  of  any 
tangible  result  toward  securing  the 
rxemptlon  of  their  sons  from  military 
Hervlce  prevailed  among  the  delegates 
today.  Several  hundred  delegates  left 
before  noon> 

Desplto  the  appeals  of  some  dele- 
gates for  drastic' action,  even  to  using 
coercion,  to  prevent  their 'sons  from 
being  drafted  Into  mintary  service, 
nothing  was  done  by  the  farmers  as  a 
body  beyond  passing  a  resolution  ask- 
ing the  government  to  amend  the  act 
BO  as  to  exempt  one' skilled  msn  for 
every  100  acres  and  arranging  for 
more  thorough  organisation  of  the 
farmers  and  their  interests. 

A  resolution  Introduced  calling  upon 
the  Governor-General  to  dissolve  psr- 
liament  ^a-s  withdrawn  after  Pres- 
ident Ilalbert  voiced  a  strenuous  ob- 
Jectlon  to  It.  He  said  that  if  such 
action  were  Uken  It  would  make  the 
farmerfi  look  ridiculous. 

The  farniers  decided  to  appoint  a 
paid  organizer  (o  organise  the  various 
farmers'  clubs  ho  that  they  might  have 
a  strong  Influence  politically. 

•The  farmers  will  hold  no  more 
meetings  In  Toronto  of  the  character 
of  the  one  held  yesterday,' .  Inspector 
of  Detectives  George  Kennedy  said  to- 
day. "If  I  had  had  any  idea  that  their 
meeting  at  Massey  Hall  was  to  have 
been  for  the  purpose  of  denouncing 
the  government  I  would  have  attended 
and  read  them  order-ln-councll  No. 
17."  said  the  inspector.  "I  would  not 
have  allowed  them  to  proceed  I 
would  have  advised  them  to  go  home 
and  continue  their  work  on  the  farms 
and  If  they  had  refused,  I  would  have 
given  them  an  opportunity  to  do  some 
work  on  the  Industrial  farm."

Yesterday  the  British  troops  en- 
gaged ta  a  auoceasful  minor  Enter- 
prise eaat  of  Diokebuach  I.<ake,  and 
every  ott^er  day  we  hear  of  small 
4ocal  attaaka  being  made  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  Xooso.  -aH  of  wMch  would  seem 
to  show  the  time  la  approaching 
when  Sir  Douglaa  Haig  will  make  an 
attempt  to  recapture  Kfcmmel  Hill, 
one  of  the  defences  of  Calais.  The 
loss  of  Kemmel  Hill  was  one  of  the 
worst  blows  siutalned  during  the 
lighting  south  of  Tpres  last  April  and 
we  hardly  think  thero  is  any  doubt 
It  will  be  one  of  the  first  objectives 
when  a  counter  offensive  is  under- 
taken. It  is  a  little  hill,  only  512 
feet  in  height,  but  in  a  war  of  this 
character  its  oocupatloa  is  of  great 
tactical  value.  It  ia  tha  eaatern  spur 
of  a  silx-mlle  long  range  of  hills  run- 
ning due  west  from  the  Belgian 
frontier  towards  Caaael.  Eastward 
of  this  range  ia  the  Wytbohaete-Mea- 
sines  rldga.  The  Kemmel  range  riaea 
out  of  a  plain  which  does  not  aver- 
age more  than  100  feet  above  aea 
level.  The  Allies  are  now  defending 
the  o(her  hilla  of  the  range — Scher- 
penberg,  M^nt  Rouge,  Mont  Note, 
Mont  Kokereele  and  Mont  de  Cata — 
and  if  they  were  to  lose  these  they 
would  have  to  abandon  Tpres  and 
possibly  fall  back  on  a  line  running 
from  Poperloghe  to  Haxebrouck.  To 
complete  their  chain  of  defence  they 
need  to  recapture  Kemmel  Hill.  We 
have  ilttle  doubt  the  persistent  drum- 
ming at  the  German  line  in  that 
vicinity  Is  tha  preliminary  to  a 
counter  offenelve  which  will  insure 
the  continued  occupation  of  the  ruins 
of,  Ypres. 

Thoae  who  have  fought  on  the 
Weatern  front  cannot  dwell  enough 
on  the  importance  of  being  In  noa- 
saaalon  of  high  ground.  That  Is  why 
the  capture  of  VImy  Ridge  waa  re- 
garded as  one  of  the  most  important 
of  British  succeases  on  the  Western 
iront.  A  hump  of  ground,  which 
could  not  be  dignified  by  the  namo  of 
bill,  can  be  transformed  into  a  de- 
fensive work  to  take  which  would 
eeat  thousands  of  lives.  The  Butte 
de  Warlencourt  waa  a  notloable  lllua- 
tra«lon  of  thIa.  Ita  daf«odebi  held 
thouaands  of  storming  Infantrymen 
at  bay  for  several  weeka  Kemmel  la 
probably  even  more  strongly  de- 
fended with  all  that  can  be  done  with 
barbed  wire,  with  machtaa  guna,  with 
the  spade,  with  eavee  beneath  and 
pop-helea.  above,  every  porUon  of  the 
hlU  being  made  a  coign  of  vantage 
by  the  enemy.  By  their  attaeka  east 
ot  Dlokebttaoh  Lake  the  AUlea  are 
'  atlamptlag  to  advance  north  of 
KemoMl  Hill  In  a  Oaaklng  movement 
We  shall  probably  hear  of  Kemmel 
figuring  vividly  In  the  aowa  before 
many  weefca  have  pasaed  by.  for  Ha 
Xasasslia  is  ef  vHal  im'portaaoe  for 
the  defenre  of  that  portion  of 
Plandera.

,  Pending  the  receipt  from  Ottawa  of 
full  particulars  of  the  facts  and  reprfc- 
sentatlons  upon  which  the  Federal 
Government  disallowed  the  1917  act. 
no  member  of  the  Government  is  pre- 
pared to  make  any  statement.  But 
Premier  Oliver  stated  yesterday  that 
the  matter  has  been  considered  by  the 
Government  in  the  light  of  the  facta 
known  to  date,  and  he  also  stated 
that  representations  have  been  made 
to  the  Government  that  a  special  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature  should  be 
summoned,  though  he  intimated  that 
such  came  from  parties  who  could  not 
be  considered  as  greatly  interested  la 
the  broad  question  of  the  Provincial 
status  in  the  matter.

cupied the  attention  of  the  Calflnet.  So 
far  as  he  knew,  offhand,  no  such  pre- 
cedent existed,  but,  as  he  stated,  there 
was  no  valid  reason  why  British  Co- 
lumbia should  not  create  one. 

The  Premier  stated  that  the  matter 
of  the  interests  of  the'  Canadian  Col- 
lieries (Dunsmulr),  Limited,  or  the 
Granby  concern,  or  other  parties  or 
individuals,  is  not  the  point  at  issue 
so  far  as  the  Province  is  concerned. 
Rather  is  it  one  involving  the  right 
of  the  Province  to  enact  such  legis- 
lation, iu  constitutional  right  to  deal 
with  such  matters  without  the  Inter- 
ference of  the  Federal  Government. 
This  broad  phase  of  the  question,  he 
said,  is  one  in  which  the  Province  is 
vitally  affected. 

May  Op«n  Wide  4)neBtlOB 

Premier  Oliver  intimated  that  a 
throwing  open  of  the  whole  question 
might  result  in  an  outcome  not 
dreamed  of  by  the  peop.le  of  the  Pro- 
vln<;e:  that  it  .might '^ye>  very  viui 
bearing  upon  the  wholo  question  of 
titles  in.  the  E.,  \  N.  Ranway  belt. 
When  pressed  to  be  more  specific,  he 
stated  that  he  did  not  desire  to  go  info 
the  question  until  such  time  as  the 
Government  is  in  full  possession  of 
the  transactions  before  the  Cabniet 
at  Ottawa  out  of  which  the  disallow- 
ance aotion  arose. 

Just  what  la  the  necessity  of  a  spe- 
cial session  waa  also  a  matter  upon 
which  the  Premier  was  reticent.  It  is 
known  that  the  Cabinet  has  had  sug- 
gested to  it  a  special  session  for  the 
purpose  of  re-enacting  the  act  of  last 
year  and  immediately  afterwards,  and. 
before  it  could  be  disallowed  by  Ot- 
tawa, issuing  Crown  grants  to  claim - 
anta  who  came  in  under  last  year'a  act. 
It  is  sugcmted  that  while  In  such  an 
event  the  Federal  Government  might, 
and  probably  would,  disallow  the  new 
act.  yet  such  a  step  could  not  be  taken 
until  after  the  Crown  grants  had  issued, 
and  that  as  the  act  would  be  valid  until 
disallowed  the  srantn  insued  thereunder 
would  b.  valid.  But  that  Is  a  fine  point 
for  the  lawyers. 

A  resume  of  the  history  of  the  ques- 
tion of  Settlera*  Rights  on  Vancouver 
Inland  was  given  yesterday  by  Mr.  Har- 
old B.  Robertson,  of  the  law  firm  of 
Messrs.  Barnard.  Robertson.  Helsterman 
*  Talt.  aollcltors  for  the  Canadian  Col- 
lieries (Dunsmulr).  Limited,  which  ac- 
nulred  the  Dunsmulr  interesta  In  the 
coal  and  land  In  the  B.  tt  N.  railway 
belt,  and  which  asserts  title  to  the  coal 
In  lands  for  which  claimants  under  the 
Settlers'  Rights'  Act  hav«  put  In  their 
claims. 

A  press  dispatch  from  Ottawa  on  the 
4th  Inst:,  rcferrtns  to  the  Dominion's 
action  In  disallowing  the  Provincial 
Act.  said: 

"The  Dominion  Government  has  dls- 
allnwed  the  Act  passed  by  the  British 
Columbia  t.eKif<Iatnre  In  l»17  amending 
the  Vancouver  Inland  Settlers'  RIfhts 
Act,  M94.  The  principal  srroimd  of  dls- 
nllowance  Is  that  this  lesinlation  Inter- 
fered with  Dominion  policy  and  af- 
fected the  title  to  certain  lands  on  Van- 
couver Island  conferred  by  the  Prov- 
ince on  the  l>omlnloB.  as  well  as  the 
title  granted  by  the  Dominion  to  the 
BIsqulmalt  A  Nanaimo  Railway  Com- 
pany. Further.  It  Is  etaimed.  the  legis- 
lation so  affected  the  present  holders  In 
regard  to  what  had  been  .conferred  on 
them  by  the  Dominion  that,  for  th.  pro- 
tection of  the  Dominion  interesta  la- 
volred.  It  was  deemed  nw:eMsary  to  ex- 
ercise the  power  of  disallowance." 

Speaking  from  the  point  of  %iew  of 
Interests  which  petitioned  for  dissllew- 
ance  of  th.  Provincial  Act  Mr.  RolMrt- 
non  summarised  the  situation  by  saying 
thai  the  action  of  the  Province  In  pass- 
Ins  the  SettlM-s'  RlKhtB  Act  was  a  dis- 
tinct br«ich  of  agreement  with  the  Do- 
minion whereunder  the  E.  *  V.  Railway 
was  constructed  sad  that  the  Prortnee. 
havtag  got  all  It  wanted  in  the  war  of 
the  railway,  turned  abeat  and  gsre  the 
lands  to  settlers.  In  th*  second  plao.. 
If  the  Province  could,  after  twelv«  or 
fourt««n  year*,  break  lu  agreemeat  and 
(Ive  land  to  those  who  har«  no  legal 
right  to  It  and  aetoally  conflKst.  It 
from  the  compaales  to  which  It  was 
originally  glvm.  ther.  would  hm  at>so- 
lutely  no  owsrity  te  eeoeems  willing  to 
Invest  targe  amovnts  In  development 
and  whieh  wonM  And  tbemselres  wltk- 
o«t  protection.

Mr.  Rohertaon  stated  that  by  the  terms 
of  union  the  Colony  of  British  Colom- 
bia was  admitted  into  the  Dominion  of 
r^nsda  upon  the  terms  and  coodltlonx

similar  extent  of  public  lands  .along

approprla^-d  for  the  same  purpose 
by  the  Dominion  Government  from 
the  publl'^  lands  In  the  North-West 
Territories  and  the  Province  of  Man- 
itoba: Provided,  that  the  quantity  of 
lands  which  may  be  held  under  pre- 
emption right  or  by  Crown  Grant 
within  the  limits  of  the  tract  of  land 
in  British  Columbia  to  be  so  con- 
veyed to  the  Dominion  Government 
shall  be  made  good  to  the  Dominion 
from  contiguous  public  lands;  and.

On  the  1st  of  July.  1«7».  the  Prov- 
ince by  Order-ln-Counell  reserved  a 
strip  of  land  twenty  miles  in  width 
along  the  eastern  coast  of  Vancouver 
Island  between  Seymour  Narrows  and 
the  Hart»or  of  Esqulmalt.  in  response 
to  a  request  from  the  Dominion  for 
such  reservation  and  for  the  convey- 
ance to  the  Dominion  In  trust  ac- 
cording to  the  11th  paragraph  of  the 
Terms  of  Union  of  the  said  strip 
twenty  miles  In  width:  end  on  the 
18th  July.  l»T4.  the  Province,  by 
notice  In  the  Oasette.  reserved  from 
the  right  to  be  occupied  or  to  be  ac- 
quired by  occapatlon,  settlement  rec- 
ord, pre-emption  or  Improvement 
nndsr  the  provisions  ot  the  Land  Act, 
1874.  all  lands  which  had  been  r«> 
served  prior  to  the  date  of  this  no- 
tice. Including  the  twenty-mile  strip. 

That  reserve  was  never  lifted,  and. 
therefore,  during  the  period  from 
Itt*  to  th*  Itth  December.  l«t«. 
when  the  Settlement  Act  hereinafter 
mentioned  was  paied.  there  was  no 
right  to  any  person  to  pre-empt  or 
otherwise  acquire  lands  within  ths 
twenty-mile  strip,  and  the  Province 
and  Its  Government  ofllcers  conels- 
tentfy  refused  to  allow  any  person  to 
acquire  any  df  the  lands  Inclndcd  In 
the  said  twenty-mile  strip,  either  by 
pre"<emptlon   or  otherwise. 

Notwithstandhig  this  fact,  certain 
persons  alleged  that  they  had  prior 
to  19th  December.  Itt3.  squatted  on 
the  said  lands^  but  such  penens  had

On  the  l»th  December.  1S88,  the 
Act  commonly  known  as  "The  Settle- 
ment Act"  was  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  British  Columbia.  It  pro- 
vided for  ths  Province  conveying  to 
the  Dotainlon  what  is  properly 
known  as  the  Esquimau  A  Nanaimo 
Land  Belt,  such  lands  to  be  held  by 
the  Dominion  in  trust  to  subsidise 
any  company  which  might  be  entitled 
under  the  Esqulmalt  &  Nanaimo 
Railway.  The  railway  was  con- 
structed by  the  B^uimalt  A  Nanai- 
mo Railway  Company,  whereupon 
the  Dominion  granted  to  the  railway 
company  the   E.  A  N.  Belt. 

The  Settlemet  Act  preserved  the 
existing  rights.  If  any.  of  persons 
or  c«^rponitlon  In  landn  In  the  K. 
&  N.  Belt  ano  provided  that  the 
grant  to  the  Dominion  should  not  in- 
clude lands  held  under  Crown 
grant,  lease,  agreement  for  sale  or 
other  regulation  of  the  Crown,  nor 
was  it  to  Include  Indian  Reserves,  or 
settlements,  or  naval  or  military  re- 
serves:

Of  the  full  meaning  of  dark  and 
aggressive  warfare,  war  waged  most 
teri4b1y  for  wrong's  sake,  the  sages 
of  the  world's  past  have  known  little. 
To  their  ages,  war  brought  neither 
the  awful  i^ivag.  nor  the  monumental 
evil  that  It  Is  bringing  or  threaten- 
ing to  our  generation.  By  the  same 
token  war  never  brought  the  full 
measure  of  the  nobility  of  resistance 
to  evil  that  has  been  revealed  to  the 
world  in  the  stand  of  the  paclflo  na- 
tions against  the  Oerman  monster  of 
malefic  aggresaion.  No  such  altar  of 
holy  sacrifice  was  ever  before  i,earecl 
In  the  history  of  the  world  as  that 
upon  which  the  blood  of  our  Ameri- 
can youth  Is  1"  kng  spilled  today. — 
Boston   Tranaorlpl.  >  m/i 


After  hearing  reports  from  a  spe- 
cial committee  which  had  been  In- 
vestigating allegations  that  Mr.  Jas. 
H.  Hawthomthwalte,  M.P.P.  for 
Newcastle,  had  boen  doing  bualaasa 
for  Count  Hana  Bodo  von  Alvenaleben 
since  the  outbreak  of  war  under  a 
power  of  attorney,  a  largely  attended 
meeting  of  returned  soldiers  sum- 
moned by  the  Great  War  Veterans 
last  night  decided  to  carry  the  mat- 
ter as  far  as  possible  through  the 
courts. 

If  through  that  course  th.y  are 
unsuccessful  In  getting  a  settlement 
satisfactory  to  them,  they  will  en- 
deavor to  secure  acceptable  action  In 
other  ways  which   were  not  specified 

The  ioformation  which  was  laid 
before  the  meeting  will  be  sent  to  all 
the  service  organizations,  and  they 
will  be  asked  to  give  their  moral  and 
financial  support  to  the  course  which 
waa  adopted.  They  will  be  requested 
to  appoint  two  members  on  a  com-^ 
mlttee  to  take  control  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, snd  the  general  public  will 
be  asked  to  aid  with  financial  aup- 
port. 

Comrade  Webb  took  the  chair  and 
aald  that  the  meeting  had  b^en  called 
to  conalder  what  was  believed  to  be 
a  aarioUB  case  of  trading  with  the 
enemy.  The  Great  War  Veterans' > 
Association  had  heard  of  the  case 
and  had  appointed  Comrades  G. 
Heinekey  and  B.  Gadsden  to  Investi- 
gate. The  report  was  of  too  gene^'al 
interest  to  be  submitted  to  the  O. 
W.  V.  A.  alone,  hence  the  calling  to- 
gether of  an  open  meeting  of  return- 
ed soldiers  and  those  Interested  in 
their  welfare. 

Comrade  Gadsden  then  reported  aa 
follows: 

"On  July  28,  1914,  six  days  before 
the  declaration  of  war.  Count  Bodo 
von  Alveneleben  made  a  power  of 
attorney  to  Mr.  James  H.  Hawthom- 
thwalte. of  Victoria  This  power  of 
attorney  ^aM  not  registered  until 
February  3.  19 IS.  It  Is  general  and 
Is  revocable. 

"On  October  IB,  1915,  a  bill  of 
sale  waa  registered  In  the  Supreme 
Court  Registry  here,  signed  Hana 
Bodo  von  Alvensleben  by  James  H. 
Hawthomthwalte,  his  attorney-in- 
fact.  This  bill  of  sale  coAvayad  «n 
Alvenaleben'**  furnltnte,  about  509 
Items,  to  'testelle  Anita  Ford  for  '  a 
consideration    of   $1,050.'  ' 

Ottawa  la  Informed 

•'On  learning  these  facts  on  Febru- 
ary 14,  1917.  Mr.  James  Gadsden,  of 
this  city,  wired  the  Minister  of  Jus- 
tice at  Ottawa.  On  February  15  he 
saw  Col.  Rldgway-Wllson  at  Work 
Point,  and  later  made  an  official 
statement  to  two  officers  who  were 
sent  to  his  house  by  Col.  Rldgway- 
Wllson.  He  later  showed  a  repre- 
sentative of  Col.  Rldgway-Wllson 
where  the  furniture  In  question  was 
stored,  but  no  further  action  was 
taken  by  Col.   Wilson   or  his   officers. 

"Mr.  Gadsden's  telegram  to  Ottawa 
resulted  in  a  Mr.  Reld.  of  Vangpu- 
ver,  being  aent  to  this  city  to  take 
an  official  statement,  and  as  a  result 
of  that  statement  Mr.  E.  C.  New 
combe.  Deputy  Minister  of  Justice  at 
Ottawa,  wrote  him  two  lettera  which 
said   In  part  as  follows: 

"The  first  letter  dated  April  IS. 
1917.    said: 

"  'I  have  concluded  that  If  it  can 
be  established  that  Bodo  von  Alven- 
aleben wad  reaident  or  carrying  on 
burlness  In  the  .nemy  country  at  the

tion  waa  given  an  offence  was  prob- 
ably thereby  '  committed.  ...

"In  the  second  letter,  dated  June 
30.   1917.   he   wrote: 

"  'As  the  administration  of  justice 
is  assigned  exclusively  to  the  prov- 
inces, you  must  therefore  look  to  the 
Attciney-General  of  your  province  to 
assume  responsibility  as  to  whether 
the  facts  m  his  opinion  warrant  the 
institution    of    pt-i>ccedlngb.' 

"I  may  sa.s  that  St  has  been  de- 
cided by  the  Court  cf  Appeal  In  Eng- 
land, upon  facts  which  seem  quite 
similar,  that  ii  was  not  trading  with 
the  enemy  to  sell  a  house  of  an 
alien  enemy  under  an  'Irrevocable 
power  of  attorney  given  at  a  date 
when  the  alien  was  not  an  enemy. 
If  the  power  of  attorney  to  Hawthorn- 
thn-aite  be  irrevocable.  I  am  diaooaed 
to  think  that  It  may  be  a  questloa 
of  considerable  doubt  aa  to  whether 
any  sales  effected  by  the  attorney 
which  you  have  described  constitute 
trading  with  the  enemy,  but  this  Is 
also  a  matter  for  determination  by 
your  Attorney-General  in  connection 
with  his  con8iderar>on  of  the  facts.' 
fiocal    orHrlals    Visited 

"Deputy  Attorney-General  Johnaon, 
being  seen  on  the  matter,  said  that 
he  did  not  give  a  damn  for  Instru- 
menta  in  writing,  and  that  he  would 
not  prosecute,  he  knowing  full  well 
that  the  Federal  authorities  could  do 
nothing  until  the  Attorney-General 
here  made  the  flrat  move. 

Members  Could  do  Nothing 

"This  matter  was  laid  before  the 
member  for  Golden,  B.C.,  and  Mrs. 
Smith,  but  nothing  came  of  it. 

"It  doea  seem  to  be  a  startling 
thing  that  a  British  subject  should 
b.  allowed  to  hold  a  power  of  Ator- 
ney  for  an  alien  enemy  such  aa 
Alvensleben  la  believed  to  be.  and  that 
such  an  attorney  should  be  allowed 
to  act  under  such  power  during  the 
war  aa  has  been   done   In  this  case." 

The  reading  of  this  report  was  re- 
ceived with  a  stunned  silence  by  the 
soldlera  and  ladies  present,  and  It 
was  not  until  Chairman  Webb  had 
aaked  several  times  as  to  what  waa 
the  •will  of  the  meeting  that  Com- 
rade W.  Bevan  moved  that  the  report 
be  accepted  and  the  committee  mak- 
ing it  be  supported  to  the  full  extent 
and  Influence  of  all  present.  In 
speaking  to  the  motion  Mr.  Gerald 
Cross  said:  "It  ia  amaxing  that  the 
member  for  Newcastle  should  have 
been  allowed  to  hold  his  seat  In  the 
provincial  House  when  it  was  known 
to  his  fellow- members  that  he  had 
Deen  doing  the  pleasure  of  alien 
enemies."  His  words  were  greeted 
with  rounds  of  applause,  and  the  lau- 
.tlon  was  csrrled  unanimously. 
Tag  Dag  for  liaw  Expenses 

Comrade  Frank  Slavln  suggested 
that  the  general  public  be  appealed 
to  for  aid  in  pressing  the  matter.  A 
flrst-class  lawyer  was  a  necessity  and 
court  fees  would  amount  to  quite  a 
sum,  and  he  felt  sure  that  the  people 
of  Victoria  would  support  financially 
th.  effort  which  would  be  made  to 
look  to  the  bottom  of  the  case.  Com- 
rade J.  J.  Taylor,  agreed,  saying  "It 
is  a  bit  hard  to  expect  soldiers  to 
do  their  bit  fighting  in  France,  and 
then  for  them  to  have  to  come  back 
home  to  fight  auch  cases  in  the 
courts.  If  the  facts  you  have  hmird 
tonight  are  printed  In  tomorrow's 
Colonist  I  venture  to  say  that  you 
will  have  money  sent  to  you  to  flght 
from  all  In  the  city  who  have  t*vo 
dollars  which  they  can  clink  to- 
gether." 

Thu  general  public  will  therefore 
be  asked  to  contribute  towards  the 
cxpetue.  and  it  was  suggested  that 
application  be  made  to  the  city  for 
permission  to  hold  a  tag  day  If  suffi- 
cient money  does  not  come  in  from 
other   sources. 

More  Caaes  Pending 

The  meeting  then  hoard  reportj  on 
certain  timber  licences,  6nd  coal 
lands  In  which  enemy  aliens  are  In- 
terested, and  also  on  a  number  of 
Germans  in  the  northern  portimi  of 
the  province  who  are  making  them- 
selves objectionable  while  holding 
positions  such  as  postmasters.  Do- 
minion cor\8tables  and  *Blmllar  posts 
Comrades  Gadsden.  Bevan  and  Hag- 
gerty  were  appointed  a  commute,  to 
mak.  further  inquiriwi  and  to  gat  all 
relevant  matter  In  shape  on  which 
action  can  be  taken.

Mr.  Green,  referring  to  sbipbunding, 
stated  that  a  month  ago  the  British 
Columbia  membera  had  a  conference 
with  Sir  Jose(>h  Flavelle.  chairman  of 
the  Imperial  Munitions  Board,  and  he 
informed  them  that  at  that  time  the 
board  was  In  a  position  to  negotiate 
with  the  British  Government  to  hav. 
more  wboden  ships  built  In  British 
Columbia.  The  strike  hwe  was  viewed 
as  a  deterrent  factor,  but,  Mr.  Green 
stated,  he  bop«l  to  see  still  further 
slflpfl  built  in  Victoria,  and.  Judging 
from  what  the  chairman  of  the  board 
said,  there  was  a  possibility  that  such 
would  be  the  case.  Sir  Joseph  gave 
the  British  Columbia  membera  a  ven' 
frank  talk  on  what  the  Board  la  doing 
in  the  way  of  awarding  contracts  in 
this.  Province,  contracts  aggregating 
In  i-alue  162,000,000,  and  he  atated  that 
the  Board  was  quite  prepared  to  do 
anything  It  could  towards  letting  fur- 
ther work  In  British  Columbia.  The 
board  Is  in  the  market  for  all  the 
spruce  It  can  get,  and  had  offered 
British  Columbia  liberal  arrangements 
to  produce,  promising  to  take  all  the 
spruce  that  can  bo  turned  out. 
W.rk.d  f.r  B.  C.  industry 

Mr.  Green  testified  to  the  good  work 
done  for  Victoria  and  Vancouver 
Island  by  Dr.  Tolmie,  the  city's. mem- 
ber, and  Mr.  J.  C.  Mcintosh,  member 
for  Nanalmo,  but  In  his  characteristic 
manner  he  was  reluctant  to  speak  o« 
his  own  activities  In  behalf  of  British 
Columbia,  especially  In  connection 
with  the  mlninc  Industry  in  his  own 
and  nearby  rldlnvs.  But.  aa  a  matter 
energy  and  effMitlve  preaentatlon  of 
of  fact,  it  waa  largely  due  to  hia 
the  case  that  the  Federal  GovemmMit 
approved  of  the  bounty  of  two  ecnts 
per  pound  on  sine  produowl  from  Can- 
adian onss,  such  bounty  to  provall 
when  the  market  price  of  spelter  falls 
below  nine  cents.  •  The  Government 
agreed  that  such  a  bounty  was  neces- 
sary If  the  production  of  refined  sine 
In  Canada  waa  to  be  continued,  as  the 
only  sine  produced  here  la  by  the  elec- 
trolytic process,  by  which,  up  to  th. 
preaent,  it  haa  not  been  posatble  to 
produce  at  less  than  nine  cents,  and. 
although  the  electrob'tlc  sine  is  much 
purer  than  prim.  spAltw,  at  the  same 
time  there  is  no  market  for  it  either 
in  Canada  or  Oreat  Britain  at  present, 
and  th.  product  has  to  be  sold  in  com- 
petition with  prime  spelter  produced 
much  more  cheaply  by  what  is  known 
aa  the  Belgian  or  distillation  proceas. 
It  Is  hoped  the  bounty  will  keep  the 
sine  Industry  alive  in  Canada  and  in 
the  meantime  such  improvements  in 
the  electrylotlc  process  will  be  made 
that  In  a  short  time  the. product  «ill 
compete  with  xlncs  made  by  other 
processes. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  bulk  of 
the  zIik;  ores  produced  in  Canada  come 
from  the  Kootenaya  the  importance  to 
British  Colunxbla  of  the  Government's 
action  in  approving  of  the  bounty  can 
be  seen.  If  th.  bounty  had  not  bean 
given  and  the  works  at  Trail  had  ■  to 
close  down,  the  effect  In  that  section 
would  have  been   very  serious. 

Mr.  ThomaoB  Makee  Good 
Of  the  work  of  Mr.  H.  B.  Thomson, 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Food  Con- 
trol, Mr.  Green  spoke  enthusiastically. 
A  close  personal  friend  of  the  food 
dictator  of  Canada.  Mr.  Green  took 
special  pleasure  in  tesilfylng  to  ih. 
offclal's  good  work.  He  declared  Mr. 
Thomson  is  making  good,  that  h.  en- 
Jo}-s  the  confld.nee  of  the  poopl.,  and 
his  work.  whil.  naturally  one  that 
does  not  make  for  popularity.  Is  be- 
ing carried  out  In  a  spirit  of  fairness 
that    la   appreciated    by   all. 

Mr.  Green  ezpreased  th.  b.ll.f  that 
the  Oov.rnm.nt  attitude  throughout 
has  been  that  no  matter  what  a  man's 
political  aflUllatlons  may  hav.  b.en 
previous  to  his  supporting  the  Union, 
now  th.r.  ia  a  solid  party  pledged 
to  th.  on.  great  object  of  prosecuting 
the  war  to  the  utmost,  and  party  af- 
flllatlena  have  been  (brgotten.  It  waa 
quite  true  tKer.  had  b.«n  demon« 
atrated  a  aplrit  of  independence  at 
times  In  the  party  ranks,  but  it  was 
a  healthy  splMt  with  nothing  captioua 
about  It,  and  throughout  the  session 
all  the  important  questions  w«re  dealt 
with  in  a  business-like   manner. 

A  tribute  was  albo  paid  by  Mr. 
Green  to  8tr  Robert  Borden,  who.  h. 
stated,  waa  a  real  leader  and  enjoyed 
the  confidence  of  friend  and  opponent 
alike  aa  h.  had  never  enjoyed  It  be- 
fore. Under  his  leadership  tJie  Union 
Oev.mment.  it  had  to  be  admitted  by 
all.  had  certainly  carried  out  Ita  pre-

As  a  member  of  the  Special  Hous. 
Committee  dealing  with  the  pensions 
question  Mr.  Green  stated  It  perhaps 
would  be  news  to  niany  that  Canada 
is  paying  a  higher  rate  of  pensions 
to  her  men.  other,  than  olBcers.  than 
Is  arty  country,  not  excepting  the 
United  BtaUs.  The  British  scale  of 
pensions  for  officers,  he  said,  is  some- 
what higher  than  that  of  Canada. 
During  the  recent  session  the  com- 
mittee had  many  meetings.  Th.' 
qu«stion  of  cquallxlng  the  pensions  of 
officers  and  men.  waa  further  consid- 
ered and  some  members  of  the  com- 
mittee felt  there  waa  a  good  deal  of 
Justice  In  the  cUlm  for  such  equali- 
sation, but  it  waa  felt  that  the  peopl. 
of  Canada  had.  so  to  speak,  a  contract 
to  ke.p  with  those  officers  who  had 
already  gone  to  the  front,  and  it  was 
hoped  the  war  would  not  laat  much 
longer  and  the  present  syatem  would 
not.  therefore,  be  perpetuated  for  any 
very  considerable  length  of  time.  In 
which  event  a  change  liow  would 
make  but  littl.  difference  unlMs  It 
wer.  applied  to  those  already  gone, 
and  to  do  that  would  be  In  the  nature 
of  a  breach  of  faith.  But  there  could 
be  no  question.  Mr.  Green  said,  that 
if  it  had  to  be  done  over  again  the 
difference  in  pension  between  men 
and  ofileers  would  not  exist.  One  Im- 
portant recommendation  made  to  the 
Houae  by  the  Pensions  Committee  waa 
that  a  man  be  penaloned  aa  of  the 
rank  or  acting  rank  he  had  at  the 
time  of  disability.  In  Mte  peat  there 
have  been  easee  where  a  man  Inval- 
ided heme  haa  sabsequently  been  ad- 
vanced In  rank.  and.  when  pensioned, 
got  the  allowance  that  goes  with  the 
higher  rank.  Now  he  will  get  the 
pension  attach«d  te  th.  rank  he  held 
when  hia  diaablllty  occurred. 

The  hope  waa  expressed  by  the 
member  for  West  Kootenay  that 
Brttlah  Columbia  will  be  In  a  poeiton' 
to  take  full  advantage  of  the  govern- 
i  ment's  conccasona  in  respect  eC  Iron 
{  and  atael,  a  coneeaaton  under  which

One  ws^k  or  ten  days  will  see  all  the 
strawberry  pickers  In  the  Holds  ef  Oor> 
don  Head  and  Keatlngs. 

Ths  strawberry  crop  Is  the  flrst  great 
crop  ef  British  Colvmbla.  This  year 
the  fruit  will  be  ripe  two  weeks  ahead 
of  last  year.  Present  weather  condl- 
tlons  point  to  the  fact  that  the  crop 
will   not   last  longer   than   three  weeks. 

The  response  of  the  school  teachers 
of  the  city  and  district  to  the  plea  for 
national  service  has  been  remarkably 
good.  Unfortunately,  their  assistance 
In  the  strawberry  fields  can  only  be 
used  as  the  crop  Is  on  the  wane,  and  the 
demand Nrll I  be  small. 

Msny  teaehers  registering  at  the  T. 
W.C.A.  have  express«d'*^a  desire  to  help 
harvest  the  fruit  In  the  Okanaican.  Un-. 
fortunately,  the  Okanagan  crop  Is  a  late 
one.  Many  hundreds  nf  fruit  pickers 
win  be  needed  for  the  picking  and 
packing  of  apples,  and  the  cannery  work. 

A  small  proportion  of  the  clrls  who 
will  be  needed  for  the  months  ef  gep- 
tember.  October  and  November  will  go 
to  (he  Okanagan  for  the  thinnlnir  of  the 
fruit,  the  picking  ef  crab  apples,  eher- 
ries.  peaches  and  pears.  It  would  be 
much  more  satisfactory  to  the  picker 
and  the  growers  If  those  who  go  that 
far  caa  stay  the  entire  season,  and  In 
say  event  be  there  for  the  bulk  of  the 
work,  whch  Is  during  the  Autumn 
months.  ^ 

The  teachers  who  have  registered  for 
the  work  will  therefore  be  of'  greatest 
benefit  in  the  raspberry  fields  of  the 
Mission  and  Hatsic  districts.  Many 
hundreds  of  pickers  will  go  into  that 
nelghtiorhood  the  first  week  of  July, 
and  the  picking  of  that  frnlt  runs  over 
a  season  of  four  to  five  weeks. 

The  teachers  have  been  forming  Into 
groups  of  three  or  four,  Ave  or  six,  and 
plannlag  to  put  In  their  picktna  in  the 
raspberry  fields,  as  that  is  the  crop 
needing  the  greatest  attention  during 
the  two  holiday  months.

W.C.T.U.  CONVENES  ^ 
HERE  THIS  WEEK 


'Plo,neer  Women's  Organizatioa 
of  Province  Holds  Thirty- 
Fifth  Annual  Meeting  From 
Tuesday  to  Friday. 


The  Women's  Christian  Tem^eranoe 
Union — the  first  women's  organisation 
organised  in  Britiah  Columbia  for 
work  of  a  public  nature — will  convene 
in  this  city  on  Tuesday,  Wedneaday, 
and  Thursday  of  this  week,  this  being 
the  thirty-fifth  annual  meeting.  Thia 
la  a  record  of  which  the  society  may 
well  be  proud. 

For  many  years  the  only  women's 
organisation  in  the  field,  the  W.C.T.U. 
pioneered  In  various  lines  of  work  for 
the  public  good  for  which  today 
special  organizations  have  arisen.  It 
is  probably  not  now  generally  known 
that  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Aa- 
sociation  of  Victoria  had  ita  origin  In- 
what  thirty-five  years  ago  was  known 
as  The  Young  People's  Christian  Tem- 
perence  Union.  Into  this  branch  of 
the  W.C.T.U.  were  gathered  the  young 
people  of  the  churches  in  the  daya 
before  the  church  movement  for  the 
young  people  was  inaugurated,  and 
with  a  view  to  giving  larger  scope  to 
the  energies  of  the  young  men,  the 
organization  of  a  branch  of  the  Y.M. 
C.A.  for  Victoria  waa  for  the  first 
time  considered. 

All  meetings  of  the  convention  will 
be  held  in  the  First  Congregational 
Church,  whfch  haa.  been  kindly 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  society. 
Two  meeting  will  be  held  each  day. 
opening  at  9:30  in  the  morning  and 
at  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  Lunch- 
eon is  being  arranged  for  by  the 
ladlea  of  the  various  churches.

Wives  and  fieiatives  of  Soldiers 
and  Sailors  to  Estafolish 
Practical  'IVIenfTorial  to  Fallon 
Heroes. 


The  Great  War  Next-of-Kin  Asso- 
ciation, aa  its  name  ImpUes.  consists 
of  the  mothers,  widows,  wives,  sla- 
ters or  daogbtara  of  the  men  of  H. 
M.  Naval  and  Military  Foroee  wbo 
have  4>een  and  are  now  on  active  ser- 
vice at  sea  or  at  the  froat  In  the 
great  war  of  1014.  It  waa  organised 
here  and  In  other  parts  of  Canada 
for  the  purpoac-  of  protecting  and 
promoting  the  Intereats  of  our  nan 
who  are  serving,  of  those  who  have 
returned  to  us  honorably  discharged 
or  as  members  of  the  Canadian  Ex- 
pedjtionary  Forces,  of  their  famlUas 
and  dependents,  for  mutual  help  and 
benefit,  for  educaitlonal  purposes  and 
for  social  Intercourse. 

All  these  04>Jeets  It  has  faithfully 
endeavored  to  carry  out.  A  grant  of 
$5  per  month  is  made  towarda  the 
work  of  the  T.  M.  C.  A.  at  the  Wil- 
lows Camp,  and  during  the  epidemic 
of  measles  which  broke  ont  among 
the  men  l>oth  there  and  at  the  dook- 
yard  games,  magaslaes,  cards  and 
smokes  were  provided  for,  their 
amusement.  A  prisoner  of  war  la  be- 
ing cared  for;  entertainmenta  have 
been  given  to  both  saHors  and  sol- 
diers and  many  Individual  caaes  have 
been  helped  in  lllneaa  and  need,  while 
quite  recently  a  committee  to  help 
in  Red  Cross  work  waa  appointed. 

Owing  to  the  many  appeala  which 
have  been  ntade  by  homeleas  return- 
ed aoldiers  and  those  interested  on 
their  behalf  for  some  place  where 
they  could  get  "a  bed  and  a  meal" 
at  a  moderate  charge  and  feel  "at 
home,"  the  Next-of-Kin  decided  to 
undertake  to  provide  such  a  home 
as  a  practical  memorial  to  thoae 
whose  names  are  inscribed  for  all 
time  on  the  Empire's  Roll  of  Honor. 

It  was  not  the  intention  of  the  aa- 
aoelation  to  erect  a  home,  but  rather 
to  utilise  one  of  the  available  build- 
ings in  the  cHy  which  might  with 
comparatively  little  oqtlay  t>e  adapt- 
ed for  the  purpose,  nor  would  the 
Home  be  opened  until  aufltelent  (uhds 
were  in  hand  to  flnance  the  under- 
taking for  a  year  altogothar  apart 
from  any  income  aeorulAg  through 
the  occupation  of  rooms  and  serving 
of  meala,  aa  by  that  time  the  aaso- 
olatlon  wottld  be  )n..a  »og|tlOn  to  de- 
termine whether  the  -  iieeessity  for 
the  Home  Is  as  creat  as  represented. 

Owing  to  the  splendid  financial 
success  of  the  recent  carnival,  the  aa- 
soclatlon  feels  justified  in  acting  with- 
out further  delay,  and  is  now  mak- 
Inf  an  appeal  ^  Iptjimted  frtaade 
tO'aaaist  with  tha-alAllile  furniihtng 
bfthe  bedroomaS'  It  haa  been  aag- 
geated  that  the  namee  of  thoee  in' 
whose  memory  each  room  is  furnish- 
ed be  recorded  on  the  door,  the 
donors  to  have  fSe  privilege  of  fur- 
nlahlng.  according  to  individual  taste, 
providing  a  bed  and  bedding,  a  small 
bureau,  a  chair  and  table,  curtains 
and   covers  In  each  oaae. 

There  le  lltUe  doubt  that  with  the 
ever-increasing  number  of  soldiers 
returning  to  our  city,  the  home  will 
be  well  patronised  and  that  larger 
premises  than  thoae  now  offered  will 
have  to  be  a    ured  before  very  long. 

The  association  hopes  to  make  it 
a  place  which  will  All  every  re- 
quirement of  the  "boys"  and  be  "a 
home  away  from  home  in  every 
sense."  and  while  it  will  be  necessary 
to  agree  upon  certain  regulationa  and 
reatrictlona  in  ordt>r  to  maintain  and 
aecure  the  comfort  and  harmony  of 
all,  the  greatest  possible  freedom  and 
latitude  will  be  allowed  to  indiriduals 
compatible  with  the  general  arrange- 
ments. 

All  "Next-of-Kin,"  whether  or  not 
they  are  memhers  of  the  association, 
and  all  those  who  have  at  heart  the 
welfare  of  the  returning  men,  many 
of  them  without  a  home,  are  aaked 
to  aeaiat  In  this  work.  Any  informa- 
tion w4ll  gladly  be  supplied  by  Mrs. 
R.  L.  Day.  prsslden^  er  any  olBeer 
or   member  of  the  association.

Anyhow,  It  haa  aspaa^i  him 
to  the  aagar  and  paaaaautlan  af  the 
Oarman  Oovammant;  and  this  parse* 
cutlon  Is  evldtnea  of  tha  laipertanee 
thay  attach  to  It  as  a  oondemnatloa 
of  their  conduct.  Tha  truth  of  Ita 
eanunts  has  been  conflrmad,  If  la* 
deed  It  needed  oonflnaaUon,  hy  the 
atatements  of  Herr  roa  Jddlbw,  late 
Oarman  Secretary  aC  ttata  for  For- 
algn  Affairs,  and  of  H«nr  Mahloa.  oaa 
of  the  Krupp  directors. 

Prince  Lichnowsky  appaara  la  thip 
document  aa  a  man  of  pisar  vMan  and 
cool  Judcmsnt,  an  acute  observer  of 
eoclal  as  well  as  political  phenomena, 
a  food  witness  both  to  what  he  noted 
durlns  hla  raaldanoa  here  and  to  what 
ha  knew  of  tha  action  of  his  own  OoV- 
amment.  And  now  let  us  saa  what  he 
racorda. 

Whan  the  war' ha«an  in  A^iyust. 
If  14,  ths  ^German  Oovernment  so- 
tared  ti  two  aampalgps,  which  It  haa 
aver  since  praaeoatad  with  equal  ea> 
er«y  and  an  a<|«al  dlaregard  of  honor 
aad  humanity. 

One  of  these  was  the  campaign  by 

-arms.  -It-sttddealy  invaded  Bai«ium, 
a  peaceful  neutral  oountry.  wheaa 
nautraltty  it  was  plod«ad  to  reapact, 
aad  which  It  haa  treated  wlth^tha  at> 
most  cruelty,  murdec)nv,  or  radaelnv 
to  the  slavery  of  forced  labor.  Its  civ> 
Ulan  and  noa-combatant  Inhabitants. 
It  has  shnllarly  snslavad  the  lahahlt- 
aau  of  Polaad,  aad  haa  aaodura«ed 
4ta  Turkish  alllea  to  massacre  thslr 
Innocent  Armenian  subjects. 
A  OanipafffB  of  IMMlMod 
The  other  oampalkni  was  oaa  of 
falsehood,  conducted  by  speeches  and 
throufh  the  preas,  and  Intended  to 
mlalead  public  opinion.  It  was  an  af* 
fart  to  deceive  both  its  own  people 
aad  neutral  natlaaa  by  mendaokraa 
mlsrspresentatloas  af  German  alms, 
purpoaes,  and  conduct,  and  by  equal- 
ly false  descriptions  of  tha  alms,  pur- 
poses, and  conduct  of  Germany's  an* 
tag oniats,  and  aspoelally  of  tha  British 
Oovernment  and  the  British  people. 
It  tried  to  represent  tha  war  as  hav- 
ing been  forced  upon  Garmany  by 
Britain.  Gapnany,  It  aald*  ^'m  mere- 
ly defending  herself  against  an  un- 
provoksd  attack.  She  desired  to  live 
at  peace  with  her  aelghbors,  dsvs|p;p* 
ing  her  owa  resources,  cherlaning  ho 
aggressive  designs.  Her  enormous 
army  and  navy  had  been  created  onjy 
to  protect  her  against  the  Jealous  aad 
malicious  anemiea  by  whom  she  waa 
surrounded,  and  especially  against 
Orsat  4|IUia4  BrUala,  It  seems,  was 
eavious  of  Oermany.  Being  herself 
"a  decadent  nation" — this  waa  the 
provalUng  Garraan  view— eha  fegred 
the  eommereial  oompetltlon  of  6er-

«r  aH  faraign  narkaCa.  BrMah  pollay 
— #o  thoy  ag|d — under  tho  diroctlon  of 
Kttm  ■««■»«  yiL,  had  fonhad  aui* 
aikcsg  with  rraaea  and  RiwMa  In  or- 
der to  hem  In  Germany,  and  after 
trying  to  block  Oaranaoy'a  outlets  in 
Afrlaa  and  Asia.  aontrlv«4  thla  war 
to  daatroy  by  ar«M  tho  fffval  whom  aha 
couM  not  faaa  «p  to  la  irada  aad 
maaufaetMrlng  laduatry.  While  theae 
acottgatloas  ware  broaght  agalaal 
Brttaia.  attampta  were  pMda  to  •*>- 
e«aa  tha  tavaston  of  Mlgitim  by  the 
false  stortas,  dropped  aa  so^n  as  they 
had  served  their  temporary  purpose, 
that  rreach  oRloers  hhd  hasB  sent  In- 
to Belgium  to  help  to  otvanise  the 
Belgian  troops  against  Germany  and 
that  ItMWih  avlatara  had  been  flying 
over  iMrmah  territory. 

Grotsaque  ss  all  these  invaatlons 
were,  thay  were  repaoted  with  such 
audacity  aa  to  prodttoa  soma  effect  la 
neutral  eoaatrlsa.  Bat  their  chief 
aad  asore  lasting  laffvehco  was  en  the 
German  people.  A  larg^  part  of  the 
Germaa  press,  inspired  and  controlled 
by  the  German  Government,  had  for 
some  time  past  been  holding  up  Xlng- 
laad  as  the  persistent  foe  of  Germany. 
It  now  redoubled  ita  falsahoods,  rap* 
resented  Sir  Bdward  Cteer  M  having 
plotted  to  bring  ahoat  a  war,  and 
urged  Russia  to  refuse  a  podeeful  so* 
lutla'n:  and  it  added  equally  ground* 
Issa  charges  that  Bnglapd  Jtad  sec- 
retly pisnned  with  Balghim  to  attack 
Germany  through  Belgian'  territory. 
These  fables,  repeated  Incessantly  by 
German  politicians,,  aa  well  as  by  the 
newspapers,  fouad  ready  credeaee 
with  the  German  peopld;  easily  led  by 
their  PrtBB.  Always  docile  to  the  or* 
ders  of  their  Government,  and  now 
iwept  off  their  feet  by  a  wave  of  pat- 
riotism and  by  the  belief  that  they 
were  «bout  to  achieve  a  victory  as 
rapid  and  complete  as  that  of  1S70. 
It  was  this  oaavlctlan  of  the  malevo- 
lence aad  the  gtaaptag  amhlUon  of 
Bngland  that  oreated  that  ferocious 
hatred  of  the  BngUsh  which  has  con- 
Uaued  to  dl9l*y  Itself  la  the  tr<iat- 
ment  of  (English  prisoners  and  In  the 
exultation  over  such  crimes  as  ths 
slaklof  of  the  Lasttanla. 

, _       Organiaad  Hate   . — — 

This  sudden  oMtburat  of  hdtred  la  a 
nation  so  latelUgsnt  startled  and 
>ma«ed  us.  It  can  bs  understood 
only  when  we  remember  that  the  Ger- 
man Government  did  everything  In 
thalr  power  not  only  to  create  hatred, 
hut  also  to  stifle  every  voice  that  was 
raised  to  let  the  people  know  the 
truth.  They  never  have  been  per- 
mitted to  know  the  truth,  and  the  dis- 
appointment that  fell  upon  them 
when  their  march  on  Paris  was  ar- 
rested with  the  help  of  a  British 
Army  and  their  coasts  strictly  bloek- 
aded  by  a  British  fleet  added  fuel  to 
their  anger  and  has  made  it  ever 
since  an  easier  matter  to  -l^eep  the 
truth  from  thes&i  m  •u^.i^:. 

.Now  what  was  the  truth r 
The  British  people  bore  no  hatred 
whataver  towarda  the  German  people. 
Xing  Bdwf fd  VIL  meant  no  harm  to 
Germany  when  he  showsd  his  liking 
for  tha  Waneh.  Neither  did  his  Min- 
isters when  they  took  stspa  to  remove 
the  dlitersnces  that  had  been  caus- 
ing troufbte  between  oursslves  and 
France,  and  again  when  thsy  came  to 
a  friendly  understanding  with  BMsla. 
These  arrangements  were  made  in 
the  interests  of  Buropean  peace  and 
good  vrlll.  not  m  order  to  damage 
Qermany.  B4tlsh  merchants  and 
manufa<Aurera  never  dreamt  of  fight- 
ing Germany  to  get  rid  ef  her  com- 
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occurred  U  fEUA.  014^  Wdunr 
have  reOected  that  GorasAay  waa 
Atflaaif •  beat  foratga  uasComsr.  ^ot 
to  add  that  two  years  of  avoa  a  svo* 
csssfal  war  would  have  laSleted  far 
nMto  laas  upe«  thorn  than  tha  ea^ 
ttoetlon  of  German  trade  oompetltlon 
could  have  repaired  In  twasty  years. 
Britlah  men  of  soKuioo  aad  leamlag 
adaairod  tha  Immsnas  eootrlhttttona 
Oenaany  had  been  making  to  the 
progress  of  knowledgow  and  thsy  had 
many  parsonal  frteada  la  Oonnahy. 
British  statesmen  did  not  desire  to 
add  to  British  poasesslons  abroad, 
feeling  that  we  had  already  all  we 
aeedad.  and  that  the  sreatest  Interest 
of  the  British  Empire  was  a  univer- 
sal paaee. 

Na  saetlon  of  our  people,  neither 
trader*,  aor  thinkers  and  writers, 
nor  statesmen,  had  any  Idea  of  the 
dangers  to  peace  which  lay  (as  we 
now  know.  In  the  mind  and  the  pur- 
pose of  those  who  rated  Germany. 
Wh  did  not  realiao  what  the  feudal 
aristocracy  and  mlUtary  casta  of  Ger- 
many were  pondering  and  planning, 
nor  how  little  weight  they  attached 
to  eonalderatlons  either  of  good  faith 
or  of  humanity.  Hence,  beyond 
maintaining  a  strong  fleet,  tha  Indls- 
pensabls  protsctioa  of  a  ooaatry  open 
tp  Ma  attack  which  did  not  maintain 
a  large  army,  we  had  made  no  pre- 
parations for  war.  and  had  scarcely 
bethought  ourselves  of  what  action 
we  should  have  to  take  on  land  if 
ws  became  Involved  In  war.  In  this 
belief  and  attitude  there  may  have 
been  leas  prudence  than'  waa  needed. 
But  our  a/baenoe  of  suspicion  Is  the 
best  proof  of  how  little  we  expected 
aggression.  It  Is  an  absolute  refuta- 
tion of  the  calumny  that  Britain, 
with  her  tiny  army,  was  plannlna  an 
stuck  on  the  greatest  military  Power 
in  the  world. 

All  this  every  Bngllshman  knows. 
I  repeat  it  only  because  It  has  now 
received  not  only  a  cenflrmation  but 
also  a  valuable  further  proof  la  the 
Lichnowsky  Memorandum,  a  proof 
unsolicited  and  uncontemplated,  and, 
moreover,  unlmpeaohable,  because  it 
comes  from  one  who  bore  a  leading 
part  In  what  It  records,  dnd  ~  who 
never  meant  to  let  It  become  known. 
Onr  Fadilo  Spirit 

First.  —  The  Memorandum  heara 
witness  to  the  pacific  spirit  of  the 
Britlah  people.  Here  are  some  of  Its 
words: 

'Tlie  commercial  jealously  about 
which  we  (In  Oermany)  hear  so 
much  la  bssed  on  a  wrong  conception 
of  the  circumstances.  Certainly  Ger- 
many's rise  as  a  commercial  Power 
after  1S70  and  during  the  following 
decades  was  a  menace  to  British 
commercial  circles  which  with  their 
Industries  and  export  houses  had 
held  a  virtual  monopoly.  The  in- 
creasing commerce  with  Germany 
which  was  the  leading  country  In 
Burope  as  rsgards  British  exports, 
had,  however,  given  rise  to  the  wish 
to  maintain  friendly  relations  with 
their  best  customer  and  business 
friend,  and  had  driven  all  other  con- 
siderations Into  the  background. 
Notably,  in  commerlcal  circles  I  en- 
countered the  most  friendly  spirit 
and  the  effort  to  further  our  common 
commerlcal  Intereata."  "At  the  Bng- 
llsh  cities  to  which  I  was  invited  (by 
the  Chambers  of  Commerce  and 
municipalities)  I  was  well  received 
everywhere.  ...  In  all  other  circles 
I  also  met  with  the  most  friendly  re- 
ception and  co-operation — at  Court. 
In  society,  and  from  the  Govern- 
ment." 

"On  account  of  our  fleet  alone 
Bngland  would  not  have  drawn  the 
sword  any  more  than  on  aooonnt  of 
our  trade,  which  has  been  alleged  to 
have  produced  Jealously  and  finally 
war.  ...  It  waa  possible  to  arrive 
at  an  understanding  in  spite  of  the 
fleet,  and  without  a  'naval  holiday' 
(Intermission  of  naval  shipbuilding)." 

Sscondly.  —  The  Memorandum 
shows  that  the  attitude  of  the  British 
Government,  and  In  particular  of  Sir 
Kdward  Grey,  then  Foreign  MInHtea 
was  entirely  pacific.  The  admirable 
characterisation  of  Sir  Bdward  It  con- 
tains is  too  long  to  quote,  but  it  tes- 
tifies to  his  perfect  straightforward- 
ness and  constant  wish  to  maintain 
good  relations  with  Germany,  and  af- 
ter describing  how  "the  simplicity 
and  honesty  of  his  ways  secured  him 
the  respect  even  of  his  opponents,"  it 
adds:  "This  is  a  true  picture  of  the 
man  who  is  decried  (in  Germany)  as 
'Uar  Grey'  and  instigator  of  the 
world  war." 

The  Memorandum  goes  on  to  show 
how  sincerely  Sir  Bdward  had  worked 
for  peace,  first  in  1913,  during  the  Bal- 
kan troubles,  when  he  went  hand -in- 
hand  with  Germany,  "hardly  ever 
supporting  the  French  or  Russian 
claims."  "He  conducted  the  negoti- 
ations with  circumspection,  calm,  and 
tact."  Frsquently.  when  appealed  to 
by  Lichnowsky  to  use  hia  influence 
with  the  Russian  Government  to  ar- 
range diffloultles  between  it  and  Ger- 
many, "Sir  Kdward  gladly  did  this, 
and  hia  Intervention  contributed  in  no 
small  degree  to  smooth  the  matter 
over." 

Thirdly,  a  still  weightier  evidence  of 
the'  good  will  of  the  British  Govern- 
ment Is  supplied  by  the  account  given 
ef  the  coneasslons  made  to  German 
wishes  in  Asia  and  Africa.  "Sir  Ed- 
ward Grey,"  says  ths  Memorandum, 
"after  having  aettled  all  outstandina 
points  of  difference  with  France  and 
Russia  wished  to  make  aim  liar  agree- 
ments with  us.  It  was  not  his  object ' 
to  isolate  us,  but  to  the  beat  of  his 
power  to  make  us  partaers  In  the  ex- 
iatina  asaociation.  As  he  had  succeed- 
ed in  overcoming  Anglo-French  and 
Anglo-Rusaiai\  differences,  so  he  also 
wished  to  do  his  best  to  eliminate  the 
Anglo-German,  and  by  a  network  of 
treaties,  which  would  no  doubt  have 
led  in  the  end  to  an  agreement  on  the 
troublesome  question  of  naval  arma- 
menta,  to  ensure  the  peace  of  the 
world. 

Oonaway  aad  the  Bagdad  Railway 

"Hla  plan  was,  in  his  own  words, 
without  Interfering  with  England's 
existing  friendahlp.  which  haa  no 
aggressive  alms  and  does  not  enuil 
any  binding  obligations,  to  arrivs  at 
a  friendly  rapprochement  and  under- 
siaadlng  with  Germany  to  brina  the 
two  groups  (of  Powers)  nearer."  In 
puraaance  of  this  policy,  the  British 
Government  went  a  very  long  way  to 
meet  Genaan  wlehea  la  respect  to  th*) 
Bagdad  Railway.  They  agreed  to  let 
It  bo  preiongad  to  Kl  Basra;  thoy  ia- 
cluded  tha  whole  of  Msoopotamla  as 
far  aa  that  town  In  the  German 
aphere  of  Inffoonee.  aad  alao  the  whole 
distrlei  of  the  Bagdad  and  Anatolian 
railway.  I.e.,  all  tha  eeatre  af  Asia 
Minor. 

Nat  loaa  lartP-«wo  the  concessions 
auiaa  hi  aaoth  Oeatral  Africa.  "The 
new  agreement  (regarding  the  latcr- 
eals  of  Osfsar  aad  Baglaad  ta  the 
Afrlcaa  pesstsaiowa  8f  Portugal )  was 
fully  In  Skceord  with  OsiUiaa  wtohea 
aad  iatorsolo.  Wm  thaaa  tho  Brniah 
OovsnuBont  ahowod  tho  groahsat  eon> 
alderatlen.  Sir  B.  Grey  Intended  to 
damoBgtrato  hia  good  will  towarda  ua. 
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onlal  development  aa  a  whole."  Theae 
arraagaaents  were  embodied  In  two 
treaties  highly  advantageous  to  Gsr- 
many,  which,  however,  the  German 
Government,  for  some  reasons  of  Its 
own,  had  postponed  eiKning,  so  that 
they  remained  unpublished  up  till  the 
outbreak  of  the  war.  Had  we  in  Bng- 
land known  the  inner  spirit  of  the 
German  Government,  and  the  use  they 
would  make  of  our  concessions,  Brit- 
ish Miniaters  might  well  have  hesi- 
tated to  go  so  far  as  they  did.  But 
that  they  conceded  so  much  is  the 
oompletest  proof  of  their  good  will 
and  the 'most  convlncina  refutation  of 
the  charges  which  the  German  Minis- 
ters and  Press  have  brought  agalnat 
them. 

It  would  take  too  long  to  follow 
out  In  this  article  the  constant  efforts 
of  the  British  Government  during  the 
fateful  days  before  the  outbreak  of  the 
war  to  avoid  a  confilct  by  means  of 
Sir  E.  Grey's  repeated  plans  of  medi- 
ation and  adjustment.  The  memor- 
andum shows  how  earnestly  he  la- 
bored for  peace  at  Berlin,  at  Peters- 
burg, at  Vienna,  and  how  all  his  at- 
tempts were  baffled  by  the  aettled  pur- 
pose of  the  German  Government  to 
force  on  war. 


The  Potsdam   Conferesiee 

Britain  may,  like  other  nations, 
have  in  the  past  sometimes  indulged 
her  ambition,  sometimes  abused  her 
strength,  sometimes  embarked  in  wars 
that  might  well  have  been  avoided. 
But  on  this  occasion  at  least  she  is 
blameless.  Never  in  her  long  history 
has  she  had  so  perfectly  clear  a  con- 
science as  in  the  case  of  this  war. 
Hsr  people  neither  contemplated  it 
nor  desired  it.  They  were  driven  Into 
it  by  the  action  of  the  German  Oov- 
ernment, which  persisted  in  pushing 
it  on  even  when  Austria  seemed  will- 
Ina  to  draw  back.  All  had  evidently 
been  settled  at  that  famous  Potsdam 
Conference,  when  (as  the  German 
Ambassador  at  Constantinople,  before 
lUly  had  declared  war  against  Aua- 
tria,  told  hla  Italian  colleague)  the 
Emperor  had  inquired  of  hia  military 
and  naval  chiefs  whether  they  were 
ready  for  the  conflict  for  which,  dur- 
ing some  months  preceding,  prepara- 
tions had  been  in  progress.  Neither 
when  the  war  began  did  Britain  wish 
to  do  more  than  prevent  Oermany 
from  destroying  Belgium  and  mortally 
wounding  France,  Sir  E.  Grey  spoke 
truly  for  the  nation  when,  as  the 
memorandum  records,  he  said :  "'We 
don't  want  to  crush  Gsrmaay." 

'What  will  be  the  result  of  these 
disclosures?  How  wlU-  they  affect 
opinion  in  Germany^  JThfre  must  be 
thousanda  of  men  there  who,  like 
prince  Lichnowaky,  are  not  carried 
siway  by  natl6nal  vanity  and  unbridled 
ambition,  but  retain  a  reapect  for  the 
principlea  of  good  faith  and  humanity, 
man  who  desire  to  know  the  truth 
and  will  try  to  make  it  prevail.  Have 
such  men,  now  that  a  r^t  has  been 
made  in  the  veil  of  falsehood  which 
the  German  Government  has  thrown 
over  its  subjects,  the  courage  or  the 
strength  to  tell  their  rulers  that  thoy 
can  no  longer  trust  them  nor  tolerate 
the  system  which  haa  disgraced  Ger- 
many in  the  eyes  of  the  world  and 
brought  untold  miseries  upon  her  as 
well  as  on  the  peoples  she  has  at- 
tacked? Or  will  a  change  in  German 
spirit  and  German  purposes  be 
brought  about  by  nothing  but  defeat 
in  war,  a  defea'  which  will  show  that 
the  yoke  of  military  domination  under 
which  Germany  lies  prostrate  is  con- 
demned not  only  by  its  wickedness 
but  by  that  test  which  even  wicked- 
ness must\  admit  to  be  decisive,  the 
test  of  Failure? 

MYSTERY  ATTACHES 
TO  MONTREAL  MURDER 

MONTREAL,  June  8. — ^The  King's 
Bench  yesterday  returned  a  verdict 
of  "guilty  of  murder"  against  .Toseph 
Neuccera,  one  of  the  two  Italians 
charged  with  the  murder  of  Giovanni 
Bcttlol.'In  this  city  on^Aprll  22.  He 
was  sentenced  to  be  hanged  on  Sept. 
22.     The  other  lUlian  waa  acquitted. 

After  hla  liberation,  and  In  the 
preaence  of  a  large  crowd,  this  man 
stated  that  there  had  been  a  mis- 
carriage of  Justice  and  that  the  man 
whom  Neuccera  had  fought  with  had 
gone  to  the  hospital  and  was  now 
walking  around  in  Montreal.  The 
body  that  had  been  found  by  the 
police  was  not,  he  declared,  that  of 
Bettlol.    but   some   one    unknown. 

To  some  extent  this  tallies  with  ths 
doctor's  evidence  to  the  effect  that 
the  body  waa  that  of  a  man  who  had 
tyeen  dead  for  four  or  five  days. 
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HOPEFUL  CITIZENS 
SEEK  OUT  ECLIPSE 


Many  Victorians  Visit  Gonzales 
Observatory  Yesterday  Af- 
terntron  in  'Hope  of^  Seeing 
Unusual  Phenomenon. 


In  spite  of  the  cloudiness  of  the 
weather  yesterday  atfsrnoon,  a  large 
numher  took  advantage  of  the  Invl- 
Utlon  from  Mr.  Napisr  Denlson  to 
the  members' of  the  Natural  History 
Socisty  and  ths  Royal  Astronomlckl 
Society  and  their  friends  to  visw  ths 
solar  eclipss  from  the  Oonsales  Ob- 
servatory. Over  a  huAdred  regla- 
tered.  In  the  observatory  visitors' 
book.  Unfortunately  Old  Sol,  as  if 
ashamed  of  having  to  submit  to  his 
brilliance  being  dimmed  by  a  mere 
moon,  drew  a  veil  of  atmospheric 
moisture  over  the  proceedings,  and 
the  opportunity  for  observing  the 
phenomenon  was  not  afforded. 

There  were  Just  a  few  minutes 
from  about  4.S0  on  when  brief 
glimpses  of  the  sun's  face  could  be 
obtained  through  a  fllmy  veil  of 
cloud,  and  the  use  of  smoked  glasses 
enslbled  observers  to  have  a  clear 
view  for  brief  periods  of  the  moon 
passing  away  from  in  front  of  the 
sun  when  the  eclipse  wss  in  Its  latsr 
stage. 

Mr.  Denlson  had  fitted  up  a  screen 
below  the  eye-piece  of  his  equatorial 
telescope,  on  which  ths  Image  of  the 
sun  would  have  been  projected  had 
the  weather  been  elear  in  su6h  a 
way  that  the  phenomenon  '  could  be 
watched  H^y  a  number  at  a  time,  but 
the  vistors  .were  doomed  to  disap- 
pointment However,  a  very  Interest- 
ing time  was  spent  by  the  visitors. 
Mr.  DSnison  kindly  showing  them 
over  the  building  and  explaining  the 
various  Inatrumenta  and  their  use. 
while  ths  view  alone  from  the  roof 
of  the  observatory  waa  aufllcient  re- 
ward for  the  short  climb  from  ths 
end   of  the  carline. 


Though  the  break  In  the  line  wea- 
ther which  has  prevailed  lately  In- 
terfered with  Bclentiflc  observation  of 
the  heavens,  it  meant  welcome  relief 
to  the  agriculturists.  Rainy  weather 
waa  general  all  over  the  mainland 
yesterday  and  showery  weather  is 
prot>able  here  for  the  Immediate  fu- 
ture, and  will.  It  Is  expected  by  Mr. 
Denlson,  be  general  over  the  Prov- 
ince. 

Other  Observers 

The  "near"  eclipse  did  not  pass  un- 
observed by  the  wild  birds  as  well  sm 
the  poultry  of  the  fsrmyard.  The 
Tormer  sought  leafy  eeveirtBgrTJs'tor 
the  night,  the  drowsy  twitterings 
during  the  darkest  period  of  the 
afternoon — which  occurred  about  4 
o'clock — indicating  that  the  little 
songsters  had  been  beguiled  into  the 
belief  that  "tucklng-up"  timo  had 
come.  The  utaid  fowl  of  the  poultry 
yard  were  reported  by  several  care- 
ful observers  to  show  a  marked  In- 
clination to  go  to  roost,  emerging 
after  an  hour's  snoose  to  what  they 
prolMibly  thought  was  the  morning  of 
a  new  day. 

A  real  optimist  was  observed  early 
In  the  forenoon  established  on  a 
camp  stool  behind  a  small  portable 
telescope  which  he  had  set  up  on  the 
shore  road,  Fowl  Bay,  with  well- 
packed  luncheon  hamper  and  litera- 
ture at  hand  to  psss  the  time  away 
until  the  flrat  appearance  of  the 
shadow  on  the  aun's  face.  Perhaps 
he  was  ons  of  the  few  fortunats  ob- 
servers, as  from  several  points  In  the 
city  small  rifts  in  the  clouds  revealed 
some  phsse  of  the  phenomenon  dur- 
ing the  afternoon.  To  downtown  folk 
the  effect  was  very  much  like  the 
passing  of  a  heavy  thunder-cloud, 
with  a  noticeable  lowering  of  the 
temperature.  Otherwise,  the  sky  be- 
ing heavily  veiled  in  gray,  nothing 
was  noticeatole.  the  cwltohing  on  of 
the- electric  lights  in  th«  ofllcea  bring- 
ing about  a  quite  normal  atmosphere. 

Cold  Wave  hs  Earope 
AMSTERDAM.  June  t. — A  sudden 
cold  wave  haa  struck  Central  Europe, 
Including  Germany  and  s^ead  over 
Holland  and  gcandlnavla,  according  to 
reporta  from  many  points.  There 
have  been  local  snowfalls,  hailstorms 
and  severe  night  froets.  Widespread 
damage  to  the  growing  grain,  fruit 
1  and  potato  crop  is  reported.

There  began  to  ar- 
rivo,  too.  pareolo  of  French  Ittora- 
ture,  gifts  of  books  from  tho  authors, 
bearing  oa  ovo^  coaootvablo  subject 
from  ceokory  and  surgery  to  soatl« 
ment  and  romance. 

Sbo  did  not  uadorsund  this  sud- 
den Influx  of  foreign  corroopondoaoo 
antll  OBO  day  she  was  oallghtonod  by 
Mmo.  BortoB.  It  was  very  lUamla- 
atlng.  For  while  the  local  llbrarlaa 
•olvod-  tli»  posslo  of  aMM»y  pareel* 
from  Franco  she  also  discovored  that 
here  was  a  elue  to  a  very  real  desire 
for  bettor  andorataadteg. 

Th*  oontraliabur  of  th*  idea  was  all 
that  oeomod  roqulrod.  Miss  Stowart 
found  not  the  least  dlAeulty  in 
"placing"  tho  sooro  and  a  half 
of  French  oorreopoadonte  who  wleh- 
ed  to  "exchange  ideas  with  the 
people  of  VIctoriA."  Bvldontly  peo- 
ple hero  were  Just  as  anxious  to 
leant  more  about  the  inner  mind  of 
Fiaaoo.  to  work  oat  the  oatento'  In 
the  personal  and  clviUan  e*nao  as 
well  as  in  the  national  and  military 
sense.  And  tho  books  which  aro  ar- 
riving almost  every  day  through  th* 
ovoraeas  mail  aro  being  oaulotao< 
and  placed  oa  tho  library  sholvos  for 
tho  boaoflt  of  thoae  who  ard  an« 
hungering  for  a  gllmpoe  of  tho  big 
heart  of  ^  raaco. 

raflnsidndlaf  v.  KmotioM 
Tvonno  Saroey  oalls  attention  to 
tho  difterenoe  botweoa  Impuhiivo  af- 
feotioa  aad  real  uadorataadlag.  At 
thhi  juncture — and  If  a  true  and  laat- 
ing  knitting  together  of  the  Allies  is 
to  bo  aooompllshod— the  analysis  is 
worth  foUowlag. 

"Ttooro  is  a  thing  which  Is  not 
taught  at  aay  sohaol.  but  whk;h  is  of 
most  vital  importanoe:  the  art  of 
imposing  our  laftaanoo  on  tho 
otraagor."  she  polats  out.  "During 
this  war  we  have  made  a  startling 
diseovery,  to  wit.  our  gnmx  love  of 
country.  Ta  lovs  <>»«'s  country  is 
admirable.  But  it  must  bo  shown  in 
all  ways.  .  .  .  When  one  of  tho 
people  of  the  Alllee  comes  to  us  we 
show  him  our  theatres,  our  restaur- 
aats.  our  placoo  of  ploaaure.  tho  im- 
poslnt  front*  of  our  big  houses,  but 
from  tho  ianer  family  olrele  ho  is 
barred.  Wo  have  not  tho  flno  In- 
stlnet  of  hoopltallty  which  wo  should 
show  to  tho  stranger." 

This  is  soIf-oondemnatioB  of  an 
honest  nature.  The  writer  goes  oa  to 
show  tho  resuiu  of  thia 

"It  is    not    aatoniohing.    therefore, 
that  we  have  been  misjudged.     It  is 
now.  when  we  are  sufteriag  together 
for  the  eamo  eauao,  that  we  ohould 
Join  handa  with  a  pledgo  to  under- 
stand each  other,  to  lovo  each  other, 
to  work  together  to  tho  groat  com- 
mon end.    ...

Can 
we  do  oaough  for  her.  thi*  sMgnlfl- 
eedt  C*n*da  which  is  so  ardoat  to 
eervo  us  and  which  I*  soadlag  her 
sono  to  die  for  us?     .     .    .     Before 
tho  war  how  dUI«roBtly  wo  troatod 
,tke  stranger    as  eomparod    with  the 
Oermans,      who      Immediately      and 
mothodloaliy  set  about  accompHkhing 
his  work  of  makiqy  the  visitor  un- 
dersUnd  how  honored  they  fen  by  his 
visit,  how  anxtou*  they  were  to  keep 
UP  tho  friendly  retatlona    .    .    .  And 
in  spite    of  all    this    it  was    us,  tho 
French,    whom   the   Canadians    and 
Americana  loved.     Thi*  good  fortune 
we   poosesssd   without  any  effort   on 
our  part.     Ist  us  do  something  now 
to  bring  about  a  finer  and  more  ia- 
timau   understanding.     Let  us  road 
their  books  and  they  ours,  lot  us  try 
to  discover   the  true   spirit  of   their 
people,  so  close  to  that  of  cure;    let 
u*  mak*  of  our  two  nations  oao."

For   this    reason,    he   uiggestfl.    those 
who  cannot  adiM>t  themselves  to  Ub- 
oriy  as  tho  Bolshevikl  Interpret     it 
have  taken  refuge  there.     It  is,  por- 
hap*.  Slgaor  SaBottl  thlnka.  because 
they  hav*  so  long  boon  educated  In 
real  liberty — as  thooe  who  have  given 
their  ■orvico  to  tho  Csar  In  exchange 
for  eortala  prerogatives    of    liberty 
and  guarantees  of  autonomy  la  their 
own  territory— that  the  Cossacks  have 
kept   their   balance   better  than  any 
other  portion  of  the  Ruaaian  popula- 
tion in  the  midst  of  this  fronsy  oC 
Uboriy.     It  is  the  free  territory  of  the 
Don.  the  greatest  of  the  12  "Cossaok 
armies"  numbering  about     80     regi- 
ments, ooeh   1.000     etrong,     and     in 
which  tho  Coosack  element  is  about 
47  per  cent  of  tho  population  and  the 
traditions  of  liberty  and  discipline  are 
str*Bg**t.  that  has  longest  resisted  the 
tempest  and  aspirs*  to  bo  tho  centre 
of  tho  resistance  and  reorganisation 
of  the  best  forces  in     Russia.     How 
long  this  state  of  things  will  l**t,  it 
is.  he  says,  difficult  to  say:  tho  wave 
of  Bolshovism  which   has  spread  so 
wld*ly  I*  alr*ady  threatening  the  iib- 
ortr  aad  tedepoBdonoe  hitherto  auUn- 
talaad  la  th*  Don. 

The  territory  of  the  Don  hi  la  else 
equal  to  about  half  the  kingdom  of 
Italy  and  has  a  population  of  about 
1,100.000.  It  is  at  the  present  time 
monaeed  on  all  sides.  On  the  north 
tho  BoMioviki  are  master*  of  Voron- 
iesh.  Kharkof,  Ekaterinoslv  and  Ma- 
riapol  aad  are  hoping  to  gain  pooses- 
sion  of  the  chief  railway  system  of 
the  territory  and  by  this  mean*  to 
threaten  the  capital.  Novcercasek.  It 
Is  moaaood  also  from  the  south  and 
the  east:  fortunately,  however,  the 
Bolshevist  bands  have  a  way  of  dis- 
appearing rapidly  on  the  appearance 
of  the  Coosack  troops  commanded  by 
their  popular  leaders.  The  I>OQ  has 
also  suffered  from  diffloulties  in  Its 
supplies  of  ooal,  petroleum  and  cer- 
tain manufactured  articles  habitimlly 
Imported  from  Russia;  tho  economic 
bloclcado  is,  however,  moro  apparent 
than  real  and  tho  gravest  dangers  are 
tho  internal  ones. 

Noo  Free  of  Unrest 
Some  of  the  Cossack  regiments  re- 
turning from  the  front  have  Import- 
ed Bolshovism  into  the  territory  and 
this  has  •pr*ad  among  the  ma**e*  of 
the  working  cl*sse*  la  tho  cities,  es- 
pecially thooe  of  'ngharog  and  Ro- 
stoir.    The  dangr  of  tho  Bolshovism 
of  tho  returning  regiments  la  lesson- 
ed by  the  influonoo  of  the  elder  men. 
and  the  younger  o-xes  canntft  forget. 
In  the  long  run.  that  they  themselves 
own    land   and    therefore   have    their 
Interesu  to  defend  against  the  soplal- 
Isation    of    land    and    dwellings.     All 
the   same,  its  resuiu  are  far     from 
nogllgtblo    for   thooe   who   hoped    to 
free  Ruslsa  from  the  Oermans  and 
the  Bolshevikl  by  means  of  the  Cos- 
sacks.    If  it  wsre  not  for  the  bands 
of  Irregulars  and  for  certain     regi- 
ments which  have  remained  faithful 
to  disoipllno.  tho  Indopendeuco  which 
tho  territory  hae  so   far     preserved 
would   have   been    submerged    In    a 
wave  of  Bolshevism.     For  tho  pres- 
ent the  iudependenco  of  tho  Don  is 
not    threatened    from      the      outside, 
those   elements  which      have     stood 
firm,    together  with      the     volunUry 
army  which  is  being  formed  out  of 
the  soldier*  and  ofllcers  of  th'e  form- 
er  Rusolaa  army  are     aufflcient     TS 
safeguard  it.     So  far  the  government 
of  Kaledln   ha*  been   strong  enough 
to  maintain  order  and  to  keep     the 
"Sovioty"  la  their  place,  but  the  Bol- 
shevikl have  helped  by  the  fact  that 
the  BOB-Cossack  population  are  dis- 
contented .with  their  position  of  legal 
and  social  inferiority.     If  the  consti- 
tution of  a  mixed  government  is  not 
brought  about  In  which  .  the     non- 
Cossack  population  finds  Itself  equal- 
ly  represenUd.  the   Coosack   govern- 
ment will  be  faced  with  serious  dis- 
content   in    the    country   and   among 
the  commercial  and  working  classes. 
Which  would  have  the  effect  of  great- 
ly etr*ngthening  Bolshevism.

At  Auburn.  Athlone,  the  poet's 
birthplace,  a  memorial  is  being  erect- 
ed to  Oliver  Goldsmith.  It  Will  take 
the  form  of  the  restoration  of  tho 
church  where  tho  qpoet's  father  min- 
istered for  many  years. 

The  "Diotlonary  of  National  Biog- 
raphy" records  that  Oliver  Goldsmith 
was  born  in  1720  at  Ballymahon, 
tiongford,  and  that  two  yearn  later  hi* 
father,  Charles  Qoldsmith,  became 
rector  of  Kilkenny  West  and  settled 
at  Iil**oy. 

JJmoy  1*  now  known  a*  Auburn.  It 
Is  a  vllUge  on  the  road  between  Ath- 
lone and  Ballymahon.  The  Diction- 
ary eay*  that  Auburn  of  tho  "Desert- 
ed Village"  in  some  degree  repreeent* 
Lissoy.  and  that  the  story  of  an  old 
eviction  by  a  General  Napier  was  pro- 
bably in  Goldsmith's  mind  when  he 
wrote  the  poem,  although  it  is  intend- 
ed to  apply  to  England.

Mtrfaee  necessary  to  bring  the  parallel

The  mounting  (framework)  of  the 
telascope  was  completed  and  set  up 
here  nearly  two  years  ago,  the  erec- 
tldn  of  the  huge  parts  being  a  difficult 
as  well  aa  slow  process.  No  exact 
raoorcL  has  been  kept  of  the  number 
of  peopl*  who  have  visited  the  ob- 
•srvatbry  Just  to  see  the  mechanical 
farts  of  the  big  Instrument,  but  it  Is 
datlmated  that  thousands  have  made 
tbe  trip  up  the  mountain  since  these 
were  insUIIed.  Although  there  has 
b*«n  no  lens  until  wlthinThe  last  few 
weaks,  there  waa  doubtless  a  great 
measure  of  satisfaction  to  many  peo- 
ple Just  to  be  given  the  privilege  of 
seeing  O^  observatory  ba^lding.and 
tb*  amailBg  mobility  of  the  giant  ma- 
chine, which  on  occasion  Dr.  Plaskett 
set  fh  motion  for  tbe  enlightenment  of 
interested  visitors.  An  unparalleled 
view  of  the  surrounding  country,  It 
should  be  added.  Is*  not  one  of  the 
minor  attractions  to  lure  good  walkers 
aa  well  as  motorists  to  the  summit  of 
tbe  mounUln.  the  flne  road  completed 
by  the  British  Columbia  Government 
early  In  the  Spring  of  1915  being  con- 
structed'InT  such  a  way  that  one  of 
the  very  rtnest  panoramas  In  North 
America  lies  spread  beneath. 

For  the  past  year  Dr.  and  "Mr*. 
Plaskett  have  been  In  residence,  at  the 
top  of  the  mountain,  and  set  In  the 
midst  of  the  wild  beaut/  of  nature 
are  the  euHivated  gardens  which  sur- 
round tlielr  pretty  home  so  near  the 
clouds.  One  of  tb*  mechanics  is  also 
In  residence  there,  and  when  original 
intention*  are  found  possible  of  ful- 
filment there  will  be  additions  to  the 
colony  •<  "observatory  attaches,** 
which  Wll)  mak*  of  the  summit  a 
small  Battlement. 

From  the  housekeeper's  point  of 
view  tiMk  problem  of  water  supply  at 
such  a  height  would  come  in  «or  llrst 
consideration.

One  of  the  es- 
sential features  about  the  bulldlag 
and  dome  la  that  they  are  entirely 
of  steel  coDstruotion.  which  allows 
them  to  assume  rapidly  the  air  tem- 
perature.- And  they  are  provided 
with  double  walls  and  a  system  of 
lauvrea  djt  the  top  of  the  dome,  en- 
suring a  thorough  circulation  of^tha 
air  and  the  maintenance  of  the  inte- 
rlor  at  a  shade  temperature.

Tbe  Teiesoope 
The  t*l*scope  Is  to  be  used  In  thre* 
different  forms,  observations  being 
made  at  tbe  prioM  focus,  at  the  New- 
tonian focus,  or  at  the  Cassegrain 
focus.  In  the  photography  of  th* 
heavenly  bodies  or  in  obtaining  speo« 
tra  of  very  faint  objects,  the  photo- 
graphic plat* -of  small  .  speetogvapb 
may  be  placed  at  the  upper  end  of 
the  tube  In  the  prime  focus,  thirty 
feet  above  the  great  mirror.  In  the 
Newtonian  form  a  plane  mirror  nine- 
teen inches  in  diameter,  about  four 
feet  down  the  tube  and  Inclined  at  46 
degree»>,  refleoU  the  light  to  a  focus 
on  tb*  plaU  or  spectoaraph  at  th* 
side  of  the  tube.  In  the  Cassegraia 
form  a  convex  mirror  nineteen  Inches 
In  diameter,  placed  seven  feet  be- 
low t|ie  prime  focus,  reflects  the 
Hght  back  through  the  central  hole 
of  the  main  mirror  to  a  focus  below 
tbe  mirror  cell,  where  It  ean  be  vis- 
ually observed,  photographed  or  an- 
alysed by  the  spectograph.

The  function     of     the     mechanical 
parts   or    mounting    of   this   or     any 
telescope  is  to  hold  the  optical  parts 
Invariably,  and  at     the     same     time 
without  flexure  or  strain.  In  their  cor- 
rect relative  posltlens,  to  enable  them 
to  be  readily  pointed  to  any  desired 
object,  and  to  move  them  as  a  whole 
delicately   and   accurately   to     follow 
the  motion  of  the  stars.     Evidently  in 
the  case  of  a  great  telescope  like  the 
72-lnoh,  whose  moving  parts     weigh 
some  forty-five  tons,  this  Is  an  engi- 
neering problem   of   a  very  exacting 
cAiaracter.      The    previous    experience 
of  the  makers  In  the  design  and  con- 
struction of     the     largest     refracting 
telescopes  in  the  world,     the    Terkes 
40-lnch.  the  Lick   3«-lnch,  and  many 
others  has  been  of  great  value  In  this 
connection.     Further,  the  great     ad- 
vances In  recent  year*  In  the  produo-  ■ 
tion   of  high-grade  steel   castings,   in 
th*  manufacture  of  bearings  in  whieb 
friction  has  been  reduced  to  a  nUni- 
mum,  and  in  other  directions,  has  en- 
abled a  telescope  to    be     censtrueted 
which  Is  not  only  considerably  larger 
In  else  but    Is    superior    In  deelgn,  in 
accuracy     and     in     convenience     and 
smoothness  of   operation   to  any  ex- 
isting instrument. 

The  telescope  has  a  long  polar  axis 
supported  at  Its  north  and  south^nds 
by  bearings  in  a  direction  parallel  to 
the  earth's  axis.  The  declination  axis, 
to  which  the  tube  Isattached  at  right 
angles,  passes  rectangularly  through 
the  central  cubical  portion  of  the  po- 
lar axis,  the  weight  of  the  tube  on 
the  one  aide  being  counterpoised  by 
the  declination  geariac  and  bousing 
on  the  other. 

Three  flcctloiia 
The  polar  axis  is  composed  of  three 
sections,  all  of  the  best  steel  castings, 
flrmly  bolted  together.  It  Is  nearly  28 
feet  long,  and  weighs  about  ten  togy.

only  one  for  the  Council  to  follow. 
In  the  event  of  the  Council  taking 
this  action,  of  course,  there  will  be  no 
walkout,  although  It  was  speolOcally 
stipulated  In  the  Protective  Associa- 
tion's resolution  that  the  Association 
must  so  be  notMled;  otherwise,  no 
matter  what  the  Council  may  tell  the 
Minister  of  Labor  or  anyone  else, 
there  will  be  trouble. 

Backed  by  Labor  Council 


Messrs.  Alex.  Watchman  and  Jos- 
^h  Taylor,  representing  the  Trades 
and  Laibor  Council,  appeared  before 
the  association  last  night  and  endorsed'* 
the  resolution.  They  pledged  the  sup- 
port of  organised  labor  throughout 
the  city  and  diBtrlet,  and  declared  the 
unions  war*  ready  to  back  th*  city 
employees  to  the  limit. 

The  civic  employee*  have  received 
their  charter  from  the  Dominion 
Trades  Congress,  and  they  constitute 
now  a  full-fledged  union.  There  are 
approximately  2M  members,  compris- 
ing 86  per  c*nt  of  the  persons  em- 
ployed by  the  city,  and  76  per  cent  at 
them  work  outside  tbe  city  hall.  The 
flremen  and  school  teachers  are  not 
Included.  I 

It  Is  claimed  by  members  of  lac  as- 
sociation that  the  City  Council  hos 
already  violated  one  provision  of  the 
Industrial  Disputes  Investigation  Act 
by  neglecting  to  forward  to  the  Asso- 
ciation without  delay  notincatlon  as 
to  its  attitude  relatlv*  to  the  concilia- 
tion board. 

The  employees  have  already  nomin- 
ated Ave  persons  as  suitable  merit>er& 
of  tbe  proposed  board.  The  executive 
h;is  been  entrusted  with  making  the 
final  choice. 

Following  Is  the  text  of  the  resolu- 
tion passed: 

Text  of  Resolatlow 

"Whereas  the  Civic  Employees  did 
in  December.  1117,  present  a  petition 
to  the  City  Council  asking  certain  In- 
creases In  salaries  and  wages  to  the 
Clvlo  Employeea  and  were  promised 
consideration; 

"And  whereas.  In  January.  1918, 
the   Civic    Employe**'    Protective  As- 


sociation did  again  ask  for  an  In- 
crease  in  the  Halarles  and  wages  ac- 
cording to  a  sohedul*  at  that  tlm* 
presented  to  the  City  Council,  and 
w«re  again  promised  consideration; 

"And,  whereas,  the  City  Council  did. 
as  from  April  1,  1918,  grant  an  in- 
crease which  did  not  comply  with  our 
request  nor  satisfy  our  raquircments; 
"And  whereas  In  April,  191S,  the 
Civic  Employees'  Protective  Associa- 
tion did  notify  the  City  •  Council  of 
their  Intention  to  apply  to  the  Federal 
Department  of  Labor  for  a  board  ef 
conciliation  under  the  Industrial  Dls- 
putea  Investigation  Act,  and  aaking 
their  concurrence,  and  received  ;no 
reply: 

"And  whereas  in  May,  1918.  th* 
said  Association  did  make  such  ap- 
plication to  the  Minister  of  Labor, 
and  duly  supplied  the  City  Council 
with  a  cop^  of  tb*  eame  ae  reqtUred 
by  the  act;  ;_  .  . 

Oonsiatently  TLgaaitA 
"And  whereas  the  City  Council  up 
to  the  present  time  has  failed  to  no- 
tify the  association  of  their  concur- 
rence or  otherwise  In  our  request  for 
a  board  of  conciliation,  and  Indeed 
has  consistently  ignored  our  commu- 
nlcatlonn  in  eonneetion  with  th*  ques- 
tion of  wagea  and  salarlea; 

"Therefore  be  it  resolved,  that  If 
this  association  be  not  officially  noti- 
fied by  the  City  Council  not  later 
than  12  o'clock  noon  on  Tueaday, 
June  11,  1918.  of  their  concurrenoe  in 
said  application,  and  an  intimation  as 
to  whether  the  finding  of  such  board 
would  be  binding  on  the  City  Coun- 
cil, then  this  association  immediately 
take  steps  to  withdraw  their  said  ap- 
plication from  the  Department  of  Xj^ 
bor  and  a  walkout  be  declared."    '

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WOMEN  AND  SHIPS 

By  a  Correspondent  in  The 
London  Chronicle. 


■  •#*••««•*• 


Shipbuilding!  The  very  word  rings 
like  the  clanking  of  innumerable  ham- 
mers,, and  creates  the  mind-vlslon  of 
tall,  gaunt  shipaides,  propped  by  acaf- 
folding;  of  men  like  adventurous  lit- 
tle pygmlas  clambering  all  over  them, 
hammering,  riveting,  hammering — 
—clankety-clank— unceasing,  monoto- 
nous, deafening.  A  man's  Job,  you  ara 
unconsciously  thinking. 

And  then  you  see  a  figure,  clad  In 
blouse,  tiny  close-fltting  cap,  and 
what  seem  to  be  breeches,  clambering 
also.  Comical  figure  for  a  man,  you 
think,  and  suddenly  you  see  It  is  not 
a  man  but  a  woman,  and  further  that 
she  is  painting.  Tou  admire  her,  you 
tmnnot  help  It,  nor  should  you  If  you 
could.  She  Is  one  of  a  legion  of  wo- 
men who.  amid  all  those  who  have  so 
gallantly  tackled  the  men's  Jobs,  have 
hit  on  the  shipyards  as  their  sphere 
— have  invaded  the  "heart  of  the  fort- 
ress" from  the  toiling,  sweating,  pre- 
war man's  point  of  view. 

The  tasks  women  are  doing  in  and 
about  the  yards  and  marine  engineer- 
ing shops  are  innumerable.  That 
fact  tempted  an  engineer  to  say  two 
years  ago  that  by  1*18  women  would 
be  able  to  build  a  battleship  from 
keel  to  aerials.  Too  optimistic  a 
statement,  maybe,  but  let  us  consider 
for  a  moment  what  they  have  actual- 
ly done. 

Wtmaen  In  the  Yards 

I  have  before  roe  a  carefully  com- 
piled record  of  the  multifarious  Jobs 
being  done,  and  well,  by  women  in  and 
about  shipyards  and  marine  engineer- 
ing shops.  Before  sotting  them  down 
I  will  quote  the  words  of  an  enllnent 
Scottish  shipyard  expert:  "Strength 
and  endurance  alone  prevent  women 
from  doing  all  the  Jobs.  They  are  In- 
telligent enough — more  Intelligent 
than  many  of  the  men;  they  work 
hard;  they  don't  get  'fed  up'  with  do- 
ing the  same  Job  constantly.  Olve 
them  a  repetition  Job  that  makes  good 
pay,  and  they  will  go  on  with  It  week 
after  week — quite  happily.  But  there 
are  Jobs  they  cannot  do:  heavy  rivet* 
ing;  working  up  to  the  knees  in  wat- 
er and  mud,  repairing  the  keel  of  a 
ship,  moving  ships  about  the  yards, 
and  so  on." 

On  board  ehip,  women  are  fitting 
electrical  apparatus  for  yard  light- 
ing, mains  and  telephones,  and  doing 
complex  wiring  work  generally.  Also 
they  are  chipping,  scraping  and  paint- 
ing (doing  dredgers  and  steam  hop- 
pers externally  and  internally).  In 
the  yards  they  are  hydraulic  riveting, 
scraping  and  coating  the  bottoms  of 
destroyers  and  submarines,  driving 
cranes  (some  of  60  tons),  French  poU 
Ishing,  laboring  (carrying  OO-lb. 
weights  singly),  loading  into  wagons 
and  barges,  cleaning  and  painting 
chain  cables. 

In  the  workshops  In  or  near  the 
yards  they  make  and  repair  the  over- 
alls and  "Fearnought"  clothing,  make 
flags  and  sails  and  do  upholstery. 
Many  had  thought  that  wood -work  ing 
machinery  ran  at  too  high  a  speed 
for  women,  but  women  are  operating 
machines  for  wood  planing  and  for 
making  wooden  boilet  tube  plugs. 
In  the  Engineering  Shops 

The  engineering  shops  find  them 
work  en  6-ln.  and  8-in.  slottiM  ma- 
chines, borlsontal  and  vertical  drilling 
machines,  and  turret  and  capatan 
lathea  ( non-repetttlon  work  in  very 
many  cases  and  the  women  setting  up 
their  own  tools).  One  woman,  said 
to  be  able  to  turn  her  hand  to  any 
Job.  operates  a  radial  turret  drilling 
machine  with  capstan  head  which 
performa  six  operations.  Overhead 
cranes  are  driven  by,  women,  and  one 
woman  drives  a  traveling  Jib  crane 
among  the  small  lathes.  They  ara 
generally  employed  on  radial  and  aen- 
titlve  drills  and  milling  machines,  and 
turbine  blades  are  made  and  assem- 
bled by  them.  Women  are  also  acety- 
line  welding,  nut  facing,  and  acting  aa 
plumbers'  aaststanta.  In  the  foundries 
they  are  machine  moulding,  core  mak- 
ing, grinding,  packing,  and  sorting. 

The  boiler  shops  find  them  wor': 
drilling,  boring,  turning,  slottini, 
helpin  light  platers,  painting,  assisting 
with  rivet  machines,  pickling  boiler 
tubes,  cutting  tubes,  removing  burrs 
turning  tube  expander  nutndrllsk  They 
are  fitting  and  filing  pipe  and  valve 
flanges,  filters  and  valves,  and  bend- 
ing super  heater  tubea.  They  are  <wn- 
stantly  working  In  the  rigging  house 
on  wire  ropes  of  1%  Inches,  and  have 
dotte  8  Inches.  In  the  braalers'  shops 
iChtf  itr*  xepalrlng  lampa  and  solder- 
tag. 

Of  the  more  readily  suitable  Jobs, 
aaeli  as  tracing,  storekeeplng.  tlma- 
elarklng,  actttchlng  and  spinning  fibre 
in%ope  Shopa,  looking  after  swltcb- 
In  generating  sUtiona,  and  faM- 
tkere  are  a  great  number. 
An  these  are  not  Jobs  ideally  sult- 
•tf  to  wtmten.  That  the  wtrnien  ara 
doing  them.  and.  on  tha  whole,  well, 
ts  sgfBctant  tribute  to  theh'  featless 
adventuring  on  any  task  open  te  them, 
to  tkato-  Inspiring  Industry,  and  to 
their  great  and  whela-bearted  cham- 
pletMhlp  ef  the  ennaa  «r 
ItlM  Alltad

In  the  opinion  of 
the  underalgned,  convey  to  the  grantee 
auch  tUlo  only  aa  the  ProvUice  haa  In 
the  landa  which  it  purporta  to  grant. 
In  ao  far  aa  It  purporta  to  grant  landa 
or  cofi  or  other  mlnerala  which,  under 
the  Settlement  Act  were  granted  to 
Canada,  and  under  (rant  from  Canada 
ha#e  passed  to  the  company.  It  will  be. 
Inoperative,  but  it  fa  poaalble  that  aome^ 
of  the  landa  occupied  as  set  forth  In  the 
reclUls  to  the  Act  Is  covered  by  excep- 
tions from  the  grant  to  Canada,  or  re- 
raalna  the  property  of  the  Province,  and 
•o  far  as  that  Is  the  case  the  Act  may 
have  effective  operation. 

•Taklnc  the  view  thus  explained  as 
to  the  effect  of  the  Act.  and  behir  of  the 
opinion  that  such  legislation  is  not  ultra 
vires  of  the  legislature,  the  underalgned 
does  not  think  that  Your  Excellency 
would  be  warranted  In  disallowing  the 
act  merely  because  the  railway  company 
may  be. put  to  some  trouble  and  expenke 
in  the  assertion  and  defence  of  ita  title."

their  titles,  but  certain  peraona,  al- 
though they  had  never  obuined  any 
legal  pre-era«>tlon  and  bad  alwaya 
been  told  when  applying  to  Oovem- 
ment  offlcera  that  the  landa  were  not 
oP*P  to  pre-emption,  claimed  that  they 
wera  mlaled  and  were  entitled  to  con- 
aideration.  Othera  who  had  applied 
for  and  Obtained  Crown  granta  of  the 
aurface  rlghta  only  also  claimed  they 
were  entitled  to  the  under-aurfaca  or 
mineral  rlghta. 

The  Dominion  Oovernmont  in  1«»7 
appointed  Mf.  T.  O.  RothweN  a  Com- 
miaatoner  to  examine  into  the  alleged 
claima  of  these  persona,  and  Mr.  Rotb- 
well  In  hla  report  of  the  28th  Decem- 
ber. 18»7,  fount  that  no^  <rf  theae 
eqwateerr '  ■utotained — emnClr~fei>'  the 
laada  they  aettled  upon,  and  claimed 
only  that  they  obUined  e^trlea  pur- 
Buant  to  Sec.  2t  of  the  Settlement  Act» 
and  therefore  the  Commlsaloner  held 
that  theae  peraona  were  not  cntlUed 
to  any  undar-aurfaca  rlghta  whatao- 
ever.  but  he  aald  that  he  thought  the 
Province  of  Britiah  Cotunrf>ia  \^ 
erred  In  not  protecting  them  when 
paaatng  t)|e  Settlement  Act,  and  that, 
therefore,  he  conaidered  it  the  duty  of 
the  Province  of  BrltMi  Columbia  to 
take  auoh  action  aa~  would  perman- 
ently remove  the  Injuatloe.  He  did  not 
auggeat  that  auch  action  should  be 
taken  at  the  expenae  of  tho  Esquimau 
A  Nanalmo  Railway  Company. 

Settlers'  Orievanoes  •s 
In  1*01  hla  Honour  Judge  Harriaon 
waa  appointed  a  CommliMjlonor  by  the 
Province  to  enquire  into  the  grievance 
of  the  aettlera  within  the  E.  &  N.  Belt. 
and  he  found  that  thoBo  aettlera  had 
no  claim  whataoever  and  he  aaid  that 
almoat  without  exception  the  aquat- 
tera  had  not  thought  about  the  coal 
when  they  aquatted  upon  the  laada  in 
queatlon. 

Now  It  muat  be  borne  In  mind,  aald 
Mr.  Robertaon.  that  praotlcally  au 
theae  aquattera  had  obtained  a  grant 
of  the  aurtace  righto  and  bad  there- 
fore got  all  they  had  any  idea  of  get- 
ting when  they  aquatted  on  theae 
landii.  ' 

Inatead  of  the  Province,  out  of  the 
pu«>Uc  landa  or  funds  of  the  Province 
making   u»>    to    the    "aetUera"   for   the 
wrong   which   Mr.    Rothwell   aald   had 
been  done  them  by  the  Province,  not 
by  the  IS  &  N.  Railway  Compan?.  the 
Province    proceeded    to   cooAacate   the 
landa  of  the  E.  A  N.  Company  to  pay 
for  the  wrong  done  by  the  Province. 
Accordingly  in  1904  an  act  waa  paaaed 
called     "The     SetUera*     Rlghta     Act  " 
which   permitted   all   the  settlers  who 
had  occupied  or  Improved  lands  within 
the  Railway  Bell  with  a  bona  fide  In- 
tention of  living  thereon  prior  to  tha 
l»th  Decewvber,  1888,  to  obtain  Crown 
granto  of  such     landa.     auch     Crown 
granta  carrying  with  them  the  under- 
aurface  rtghta.     Theae  peraona  bad  no 
legal  rights  whataoever.     The  act  en- 
aftled   them    to   acquire   landa   of   the 
Baqulmalt  A   Nanalmo   Railway  Com- 
pany  by  Crown  grant  from'  the  Prov- 
ince without  any  compenaatlon  to  the 
Railway  Company,  and  was.  therefore, 
purely  a  conflacatory    net.      The    act 
gave    these   peraona    one   year   within 
which  to  apply  for  the  Crown  grai^ta. 
and  a  large  number  of  peraona  made 
application  for  and  obtained  granta. 


Rights'  Act.  1004,  was  to  abaolutely  dl 
veat  the  E.  A  N.  Railway  Company  of 
ita  title  m  the  lands  in  .question,  and 
further  held  that  the  view  which  the 
Province  had  urged  upon  Sir  Charlea 
Fitapatrlck.  and  which  he  had  accepted, 
was  wrong. 

In  view  of  the  decision  in  the  Mc- 
Gregor case  and  the  remarka  of  Sir 
Charles  Fltpatrtck.  it  waa  clear  that  the 
I>ominien  would  dlaallow  any  legislation 
amending  the  1904  Settlers'  Rl«hta  Act. 
In  the  face  of  this,  however,  on  the  19th 
day  of  May.  1917,  the  British  Columbia 
Government  introduced  a  bill  amending  j 
the  Vancouver  Island  Settlers'  Righta 
Aot  and  giving  aettlera  under  that  aot 
up  to  the  let  September.  1917,  within 
which  to  file  claima.  Under  that  act  179 
applieatlona  were  Sled,  covering  rough- 
ly about  38,000  acres  of  land.  Some  of 
the  applieatlona  cover  coal  mining  oper- 
ationa  which  are  being  carried  on  at 
the  present  time. 

Under  these  circumaUncea  when, 
the  1917  Amending  Act  waa  paaaed,  the 
B.  A  N.  Railway  Company  petitioned 
the  Governor-Oeneral-in-Counoll.  for  the 
disallowance  of  the  1917  Act.  and  the 
Province  of  Britiah  Columbia  fll.'d  a  re- 
ply to  aald  petition,  and  It  appears  that 
the  Governor.  In  Council  in  disallowing 
th^  aaid  Act  followed  out  the  opinion, 
df  Sir  Charles  '  rrtapatrlckr  aa  might 
have  been  expected.  « 

No     doubt     the     Oovernor-General-in- 
Council  felt  the  Province  had  no  riaht' 
by  the  SetUera*   Rl.hts     Act     to     take 
away  from   the  E.  A  N.  Railway  Com- 
pany laada  which     the.    Provinoe     had  K 
granted  to  the  Dominion  to  aecure  tho 
conatructlon   of   the    B.    &    N.    Railway, 
and  which  lands  the  Dominion  Oovern- 
ment  had  granted  to  the  E.  A  N.  Rail- 
way because  It  constructed  the  rallWay 
In    other    words,    the    Dominion    would 
not  permit  the   Provinoe  to  uke   back 
part  of  the  very  lands  it  had  granted 
to  aecure  the  conatructlon  of  thla  ralU 
way  and   thua  to  that  extent  abrogate 
an   agreement    to   which   the   Dominion 
Government  waa  a  party.
